three manner of wayes. Firſt, as 
diſpofitive.

- | after grace received,to be fatisfac-

after ſatisfaction finiſhed, then 
tney will have their workes to de- 
EW 4 ſerve 
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ſerve the Kingdome of Heaven. 
A dodrine which 1s dire&ly con- 
trarie unto the word of God, as 
I ſhall prove it hereafter out of 
expreſſe texts, which I ſhall pro- 
dice out- of the VVord of God, 
and neceflary conſequences drawn 
out of the ſame. 

In the firſt place, they teach 
that our Works doe diſpoſe and 
prepare us to obtain the grace of 
God. But now, | aske of them, 
whether we doe good Works be- 
fore we be in grace, or whether we 
doc them after ? yea orno. If they 
fay that we doe them beforezthey 
knoiv that men naturally arc dead 
1m ſinne;I prove it by this expreſſe 
rext otit of Saint Paul: And You 
ſaith he, Lerng dead 12 your finnes, 
and through the uncircumciſion of 
your fleſh, hath he quickned togethe; 
with him ; having forgruen yox all 
treſpaſſes, Coloſ.2. 13, Noyy even 
4< 
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| as adead man cannot doe ſo much 
| as to ſtir his fingers end, unleſſe 
he be raiſed againe : So a man 
dead in finne,cannot doe any good 
work, unleſſe God raiſe him firſt, 
and regenerate him inwardly by 
his ſpirit. The ſame Apoſtle tca- 
cheth it plainly in another place, 
ſaying, That #t :5 God which worketb 
inus both to will and to ace, accop- 
ding to his good pleaſure, Phil.2.13. 

The holyeſt men, though endu- 
ed with the ſpirit of God, andor- 
dinarily accompanied wath his 
grace, have alwaics acknowledged 
themſelves to be ſinners, and very 
unable to doe good works. Saunt 
Paul ſpeaketh thus of himſelfe, 
and allo of all others in his per- 
ſon, For I was altue without the Law 
once : but when the Commandement 
came, ['nne reurued, and 1 died, I 
am carnall, ſould under ſizne, I know 
that iz me ( that is, in my fleſh) 

awelleth 
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dwelleth zo good thing : For to will 5 | 
preſent with me, but how to performe 
that which is good, I finde 1:0t. For 
the 700d that I would doe, I doe not : 
but the evill which I would rot, that 
1 doe Rom.7.9. 14.15.18.19. 

Is it not then a meecre ridicu- 
lous foolery, to teach, that a man 
deftitute of the Grace of God, 
may doe any good work to obtain 
Grace, ſeeing that theſe which 
have this Grace already, doe not 
doe the good they would, but doe 
the evill which they would nor, 
having alwaies ſome corruptions 
of the fleſh oppoſing tie deſires 
of the fpirit ? And therefore they 
muſt conteflſe, that we doe good 
workecs after we have received 
Grace : whence it tolloweth that 
their Doctrine 1s falſe, as 1 prove 
it by this argumcut. 

It we doc good works after we 
are received ivto Grace: Then it W 

toOllowcth, 
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followeth, that our works doe not 

diſpoſe us to obtaine that Grace 
which we have already, and with- 
out which we cannot apply our 
ſelves to good works. But the 
Antecedent is true : therefore the 
Conſequent alſo.

That our Lord Jeſus Chriſt hath 
fully and perfeBly ſatisfied the 
Juſtice of God for our ſins, both 
for the guilt and puniſhment 
thereof : and conſequently,that it 
25 4 Vain and unprofitable thing 
to deſire to ſatisfis again unto 
the ſame by works. 


Hat which our Adverſaries 
teach CONCerning ſatisfa- 
C110N, 1s, T hat God relea- 


{eth unto the {inner all the guilt, 
and 
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and forgiveth him the eternall pu- 
niſhment dueunto-it : But thar he 
will have it turn'd intoa Temporal 
puniſhment: alledging, that if in 
our Juſtification, nothing were 
found bur the forgiveneſle of fins, 
it would be perfect mercy;but that 
there js ſome other thing where- 
by the juſtice of God appeareth. 
Tobe ſhort, The Dodrin of theſe 
Do@ors,is, that God (for the ma- 
niteſtation of his juſtice) wil have 
the juſtified ſinner to ſatisfie Gods 
juſtice for the Temporal puniſh- 
ment of his ſinnes : otherwite, his 
juſtice is not ſatisfied. 

Anſwer. It is an old wile of Sa- 
than,which he hath alwaies practi- 
ſed by his falfe Prophets, to ſmo- 
ther and bury as much as in him 
lyerh, the meancs whereby Gad is 
pacified with us,and his juſtice ful- 
ly fatished. Therefore I aske of 
them, whether Chriſt hath _ 

ed 
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fied to the juſtice of God, or no ? 
If. he hath not ſatisfied zr, he is not 
| our Saviour, and we are {till in 
| our ſinnes, lyable to the curſe of 
| the Law,Galat.3.13. But if Chriſt 
hath ſatisfied the juſtice of God 

for ſinne ; it followeth, that it is 
ſatisfied;and declared in this alone 
ſatisfa&ion of his ; and by conſe- 
quent, thar it is a vain and an un- 
profitable thing, to deſire to ſatiſ- 
he the ſame again. 

Now that Chriſt hath ſatisfied 
tully the juſtice of God for finne : 
theſe expreſle texts ſhewe it clear- 
ly and plainly. | 

He bath born our griefes, and car- 
ried our forrowes. He was wounded 
for our tranſareſitons, ani bruiſed 
( fur ouriniquities, The chaſtiſement 
of our peace was upon him, and with 
his ſivipes we ave healed. The Lore 
bath laid on bim the 1niquitie of 1:5 
all,Eſay 53+4-5.6. Andthe Apn- 

D {41> 
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{tle Saint Paul reacheth us, That 
he bath ; econctled all things untb 
himſelfe (haviag made peace through 
the blood of his (Croſſe) whether they be 
things in Earth,or things in Heaven, 
Coloſ. 1.20. Again, 7: be Mcdiatob 
is one between G od and Han, the 
Man Chriſt Jeſas, who ga ve himſelfe 
« 7aſome for all,1.Tim:2.5.6. 
Now the Jeſuits and other 
DoGors of the Roman Church(to 
avoid rh1s) uſe to make a diftin&i- 
on of guilt and puniſhment, ſay- 
ing that Chriſt hath ſatisfied for 
the guilt and etcrnall puniſhment, 
but not for that Temporal puniſh- 
ment reſerved for the finner ju- 
ſtited, for which he is bound to 
fatisfic the juſtice of God. But 
this 1s brought in to no purpoſe : 
For I will top vp this paſſageup- 
on them in producing expreſſc 
texts and neceflary conſequences 
drawn out of the Word of God, 
that 
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| that ſhew. plainely the contrary. 
Firſt of all, the Prophet Eſay 
hath told us in ithe forenamed 
Place, that Chriſt hath.not onely 
orne our .griefes, but our ſor- 
rowes alſo; which are not the 
guilt, but. the puniſhment of our 
!1nnes. And to fay that this is: 
true as touching the eternall and 
not the Temporall puniſhment,is 
to no purpoſe. For S. Paul ſaith, 
Thas there is 0 condemnation to 
them that are in Chriſt Feſus, Rom. 
8.1. But what puniſhment ſoever 
is impoſed for the ſatisfying of 
Gods juſtice, is a condemnation. 
Therefore there 1s no puniſhment | 
impoſed to ſatisfic the juſtice of 
God. 
Secondly, The ſame Apoſtle 
teacheth us, That by Grace we are 
ſaved through Farth, and that wot of 
our ſelves: it is the gift of God: not 
f works, leafi any man ſhould Loalt, 
D 2 Ephet. 

And imithe _ 
to the Romuns, he faith, eAlt have

4 Moreover, Jeſus Chriſt our 
Lord hath ſatisfied the juſtice of 
God for us, either fully and per- 
ke&tly, or imperfeQly and in part 
onely, yea or no. If fully and per- 
tetly, then it followeth that he 
hath ſatisfied it aſivel for the guilt, 
as for the puniſhment of ſinne:and 
by conſequent, that we ought nei- 

ther to ſatisfie it for the one, nor 

for the other. If inperfe&ly and 

in part onely : it followeth, that 

he1s our Saviour bur in part ; for 

he 15 not our Saviour, unleſle he 

hath fally ſatisfied the Juſtice of 
God for us. 

5 Again, Whatſoever is done 

* by ones ſelfe, is not done by an 

other : But Jefus Chriſt our Lord 

hath purged our finnes by bims 

ſelfe : Chr:ft, ſaith Saint Paul, ha- 

wing by himſelfe purged our fines, 
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ſate downe on the r1ght bazd of the 
Majeſty onbigh,Heb.1.3. It is not 
done therfore but by Chriſt. And 

it the purgation of ſinnes be not 
but by Chriſt ; it followeth, that 

it is not done by Temporall pu- 
niſhment and Humane ſatisfacti- 
ons. But the Antecedent 1s true, 
Ergo, the Confequentalſo. And 
therefore to defire to fſatisfie a- 
g21n the Iuſtice of God, is to de- 
baſe too much the worth and me- 
rits of the blood of Chriſt, and 

to eſteeme his ſatisfaction as a 
thing of nought. For it 1s he only 
that was able to ſatisfic the ſame, 
for them that have obtained free 
mercy. And to alledge as the 
doe,thet the Phyſicke is —_— 
but that we muſt drink it : That it 

is true, that we receive all good 
things from the blood of Chriſt, 
put we muſt -apply it, is to no þ, 
purpoſe. For our penall works 

are 
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are not the means wheroy we may 
{ apply unto our ſclves the vertue 
| andefficacyofthebloodof Chriſt, 
It is by faith that he is apprehen- 
ded and applyc unto us. For as 
the body is ted and nouriſhed by 
means of the corporall mouth, 
that recciveth and apprehendeth 
the food. So the fouic 1s nouri- 
ſhed and ſultainel by Paith that 
recciveth and apprehendeth our 
Lord []eſus Chriſt and his merits, 
by which onely means Chrilt 15 
applicd unto it for it's ſpirituall 
food. 

In a word, I maintain that it 1s 
altogether impoſſible fora man to 
fatishe the Jaitice of God. Yea, 
even {or 211 men put together, to 
; ſitisfie it for the leaſt finne, whe- 

ter for the guilt, or for the pu- 
:1(hment. For Gol is inhnite, be 
chereforc that offends him , d.- 
(cryes 2n infinite and an Eccrnal! 

2 4 puniſt: 
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puniſhment. Puniſhments ought 
to be according to the offences : 
And the offences,according to the 
quality of the perſons offended. 
And to alledge, that Eternall pu- 
niſhments are turned into Tem- 

orall, is as vain and ridiculous. 
For Gods Juſtice being infinite, 
cannot be ſatisfied but by an inf- 
nite puniſhment. And if God 
througn his mercy remits any 
thing unto the f1nner, he will not 
doc it by balfes. 

Therefore they conficer the Ju- 
tice of God, and the deſert of 
ſinne very 11], when as they think 
to be able to ſatisfhe the ſame, and 
that by ſuch means,2s ſhould open 
the gates of Heaven to the rich, 
rather than to the poore. For the 
principall means they appoint un- 
to man to ſatiche Gods Taftice 
withall,for the puniſhment of ſins, 
is to buy pardons and indulgences 
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of the Pope, and give to the 
Churh; the which mdeed the rich 
may do,but not the poore. VWher- 
upon it will folloiv; thar we muſt 
ſay quite contr-ry to that which 
Chriſt ſaith, Blejjed ave the poore, 
for to ſuch. ts the hingdome of Hea- 
ven, Math.5.3. 

Our Adverſarics doe bring in 
ſome places of Scripture to prove 
their pretended fatisfactions ; but 
againſt their true ſence : as that of 
the Apoſtle to the Hebrews, whon 
the Lord loveth, he chaſteneth, and 
ſcourgeth every ſore whom be vecet- 
veth,Heb.1 23.6. 

Again, they ſay that David ha- 
ving confeſſed his fin to Nathaz, 
did nevertheleflc, bear the puniſh- 
ment of his fn, it being ſaid unto 
him, The c<h1lde that 1s borne axto 
thee, ſhall ſurely die, 2.Sam.12. 14. 
and divers other places, where 1t 
is ſaid that God chaſtiſeth his chil- 
dren, I an- 
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I anſwer, That in all theſe pla- 
ces there is not a word ſpoken of 
ſatisfying Gods Juſtice, who in- 
deed trycth' his children, and fa- 
therly chaſtiſeth them, not to ſa- 
rishe his Juſtice, but to corre 
them and make them wiſer for the 
time to come, ſhewing them and 
making them feele how much ſin 
is dif] pleaſing unto him. 

There 'is two ſorts of Judge- 
ments of God;the one of revenge, 
the other of correction : by the 
one, God puniſheti his enemies, 
confounding them in Þis wrath. 
Dawid prayeti he might not be 
puniſhed in this kind. Lord, ſaith 
I1c,rebuke me rot 12 thine ayer, aei- 
ther chaſtiſe me 14 thy hor dijpleaſare, 
Pfai.5.2. By the other of corre- 
On, Gol doth not chaſteu ito 
caſt away :ivl to deſtroy, but to 
admoniſh his children, aad make 
che to profit unit repentance, Hi 

chajtene;! 
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chaſtened David fatherly, when he 
took away his childe, and Sazl in 
Juſtice, in taking away his king- 
dome from him. 

The Faithfull are alſo called to 
ſuffer in this life, for to follow the 
ſteps of our Lord Jeſus Chrift. 
For even hereunto were yee called 
ſaith S. Peter, becauſe Chriſt alſo 
ſuffered for you, leaving us an exam- 
ple that yee ſhould follow his ſleps, 
1.Epiſt.2.2 1» eAll, faith S. Paul, 
that will live godly in ('briſt Jeſus, 
ſhall ſuffer perſecution,z. Tim. 3.12. 
[rn the world yee ſhall have tribula- 
t1oa, (ith our Lord to his Diſci- 
ples,Fobhz 16.33. And 1n another 
place, Y/9oſoever taketh not b1s croſſe, 
and followes after me, he 1s not werth 
of me, Math. 10.38. Therefore 
the pains and afflitions that be- 
fall the Faithfull.are not to ſatisfc 
the Juſtice of God, neither for 
the guilt, nor for the puniſhment 

of 
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of ſinnes, but to follow the ſeps 
of Jeſus Chriſt our r Lord. 


Cas). 


That a man not being able to ſatiſ- 
fe the Juſtice of God for bis own 
ſranes, cannot by conſequent ſa- 
tisfie for the ſinnes of others. 


Ur Adverſaries have not 
'Q]E contented to teach, 

that a man 1s able to fſati{- 
fe the Juſtice of God for the pu- 
Dhment due to his own finnes : 
but -have gone 2 great deale far- 
ther, andare come to ſuch a height 
of abſurdity, as to teach, That one 
man may fatishe for another : and 
that God accepteth for the fſati(- 
fiction of the one, whatſoever 15s 
done by the other. Now,to give 
jome colour to this Dottrine, 


they 
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they alleadge that a juſtified man, 
inthis life, may doe more fati(- 
factory workes than is needfall 
for the paying of the Temporatl 
puniſhment remaining for his 
finnes. And that having finiſhed 
the fatisfation ordained for the 
faid puniſhment : All the penal! 
and fatisfatory workes that hee 
doth afterwards, are fuperaboun- 
dant: whichworkes being apply- 
ed unto another with an intention 
to ſatisfie for him, are allowed 
asſatisfafory for the puniſhment 
of his fins. _—y 
Anſw. I have ſhewed already 
and proved our of exprefle texts 
of the Word of God, and invin- 
cible reaſons, Thata man is not. 
able to ſatisfie the juſtice of God 
for himſelfe, and by conſequent, 
much lefſe for another. Never- 
theleſſe, it is neceſſary tor ſhew a- 
z4ine,the impiety of this — 
'ir 
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Firſt if a man ought and may ſa- 
tisfie rhe juſtice of God for ano- 
ther, it followes neceſſarily that 
Cliriſt is not an alone Saviour : 
but that he that ſatisfieth for ano- 
ther,is alſo a Saviour of that man. 
O horrible impiety.. For there zs 
0 ſalvation tn any other, neither us 
there any other name under heaven 
gruen unto men, ſaith Saint Peter, 
whereby we muſt bee ſayed , but the 
aame of Jeſw. A&t.4.12. 

Moreover, I demand of theſe 
Potors, whether a man can fſa- 
tishe tor another , before | hee 
have fully and wholy ſatisfied for 
his owne finnes, and have none 
left behinde ? for otherwiſe, how 
can a man fatisfie for another, if 
himſclfe be ftill indebted > If fo 
be then, a man cannot be wirhout 
{inne : 1t followeth he cannot ſa- 
tisfic for himſelſe,and conſequents 
ly much lefſe for another, But 

the 
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\ the firſt is-true, therefore the laſt 
| alſo. I prove the Antecedent of 
| my Argument by the proper 
| confeſſion of theſe Doors, yeel- 
| dingus that concupiſence remain- 
| cth {i1]] in a man: but yet they ſay 
| (for an evaſion) that it 1s not 
{inne as touching the guilt, but an 
inclination and an ip unto 
ſinne, being onely an originall 
puniſhment of the {inne of Adam; 
wherein they deceive themſelves 
grolly :. for whatſoever is a tranſ- 
orcfiion of the Commandement 
of God, is finne as touching the 
guilt . But concupiſcence is a 
tranſgreſſion of the commande- 
mentof God, Thou ſhalt zot covet, 
Exod. 20.17. Rom. 7.7. There-

| And Chritt teaches us to ſay 
| every day, Forgive 14 our ſinnes , 
Matth. 6. 11. and Luke 11. 4. 
Whence it appeares plainely, that 
a man is not able to keepe him- 
ſelfe one day without offendin 
his God : That he hath ſinne af: 
wayes dwelling in him, and con- 
ſequently that he cannot wholly 
ſatisfie the juſtice of God. 

In a word, I aske of theſe Do- 
&ors, how ſhall that man take vp- 
on him to ſatisfie for another,that 
is not able to know whether hee 
hath ſufficiently ſatisfied for him- 
ſelfe or no ? and how ſhall one 
ſinner truſt to the ſatisfation of 
another ſinner,that knowes nor in 
| what caſe the other ſtandeth be 


forc his God ? 
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That the pretended treaſure of the 
Roman (Church, was eſtabliſhed 
onely for to weaken the merits of 
our Lozd Jeſw Chriſt : and to 
make a little Saint of him that 
0 body may know from theve(t 
of the Saints. 


Ut it was not yet enough 
B for our Adverſarics to 

teach men to fatisfhc the 
Juſtice of God, and that they may 
doe it ſuperabundantly, one for 
another : But rhey maintain more- 
over, That the treaſure of their 
holy mother Church, is framed 
and repleniſhed with theſe ſuper- 3, 
abundant fatisfaftions : of which | 
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treaſureHis Holineſle is theGuar- 
dian, and may diſtribute them to 
thoſe that bave not ſatisfied ſufh- 


ciently. 
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cicntly. And it is here that they 
make Chriit a little Saint, that no 
body can know among the reſt of 
the Saints : Behold we bere how 
w/4 argue,to cloak this Do&rin, 
)aint Peter and Saint Paz, (ſay 
they) about the latter end of thei 
life, had done ſo many painefull 
works, that they had fully accom- 
pliſhed their ſatisfaction : After 
that, they ſuffered martyrdome g 
this. martyrdomewas a good work 
done in Grace. Therefore it was 
ſatisfactory and meritorious. But 
ſo is it, that it was not fatisfatos 
ry for them: for they had alrea- 
dy wholly and fully ſatisfied. It 
was therefore a worke of ſuper- 
crogation. And ſo may one ſay 
of ſomany other Saints, beſides 
the infinite ſatisfation of the 
blood of Chriſt and of the Vir- 
ine Marie, who at the very 
point of her death, was foundto 
; E 2 have 
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have gathered and heaped up to- 
gether a very great heape of ſa- 
tisfactions. In ſumme, with the 
paſſion of Chriſt, ſaith Panrga- 
role, Lefſon. 11. Page. 333. inaſ- 
much as it is fatisfaCctory,are joy- 
ned alſo(O horrible impiety!) the 
paſſion and ſuperabundancies of 
al the Saints, wherewith 1s framed 
the treaſury of the holy mother 
Church, to ſupply the want of 
them in whom their owne fatis- 
factory workes arc wanting. 
All this being builded upon 
this naughty foundation of their 
retended ſatisfaction, which TI 
—_ already refuted by cxpreſſe 
texts out of the Word of God, 
and invincible reaſons : deſerves 
not a new refutation. But what 
Chriſtian man 1s therc that hea- 
ring but ſuch impietics rcad, 
will not wonder at the patience 
of God ? And {all nut ſhiver 
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tor feare, to ſee the merits of the 
if paſſion of the ſonne of God, thus 
| trampled under feet ; and that 
they ſhould make of him a little 
Saint, that no man can know a- 
mong ſo many Saints, nor ſever 
his merit and fatisfa&tion , from 
ſo many merits and ſuperaboun- 
dant fatisfa&tions ! O Doctors ! 
how long will ye trample under 
feet the merits of the death and 
paſſion of the ſon of God? 

Saint Petey teaches us that there 
is no ſalvation 1 any other but in 
Chriſt Jeſus: eAnd that there is 10 
ether name under heaven given unto 
men, whereby wee muſt bee ſad. 
AR. 4.17. Item, To bim give all 
| the Prophets witneſſe, that through 
his Name whoſoever beleeveth in him, 
ſhall receive rem fSion of (ins, At. 
Io. 43. and contrariwiſe, theſe 
{ Doors teach men to ſecke for 


ſalvation and remiſhion of ſinnes 
in

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in the name of Saints. 

Saint Paul teacheth us that we 
have redemption through the blood of 
Chriſt, even the forgiveneſſe of ſins, 
Col. 1. 14. But theſe Doors 
teach men to ſceke after Redemp- 
tion and remiſſion of ſins through 
theblood of Martyrs. 

Saint Jobz aftirmeth , that the 
blood of (thrift cleanſeth us from all 
ſinze. 1. Epiſt. 1.7. and that the 
faithful have waſhed thetr robes, and 
marie them _ the blood of the 
Lambe. Revel. 7. 14. Bur theſe 
Do&nrs, on nA contrary, teach 
men to waſh and to cleanſe their 
ſinnes 1n the blood of Saints de- 
parted : which 15 to reject the 
death and paſſion of Chriſt, as Pa- 
n1garolle teaches it plainely i in his 
ninth Leſſon, Page 278, ſaying, 
Tt is agreat finne; and foolery to {ay 
1 truſt to be ſaved by the Lood of Fe- 
fm Chriſt, Panigerolle, Leſſon 9.p. 
298; By 
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By ſo many expreſle places of the 
word of God,and neceſlary conſe- 
[ quences drawne out of the ſame, 
the pretended ſatisfaction of our 
adverſaries is caſt to the ground 
and cut even to the very deepeſt 
roote : as likewiſe their Purgito- 
rice, which they have built upon 
the ſame foundation. For, Pur- 
gatory was invented but for theſe 
two ends. The firſt, to ſatisfie the 
juſtice of God for the puniſhment 
of {innes. Now if we muſt not 
ſfatisfie Gods juſtice for the pun- 
iſhment of ſinnes, as I have pro- 
ved it clearely : Ir followeth there 
needeth no Purgatory. 

The ſecond is for to intrap.and 
to catch money trom the {imple 
, people. For, how commeth it to 
paſſe, that the Prelates of the 
Romane Church, have fo many 
thouſand pounds of yearely re- 
venews? That one part of the No- 
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bility is incommodated and he- 
hind hand ; and that the greateſt 
arr of the people ſtarve with 
1woger ; but Þþccauſe theſe men 
have by divers meanes cunny- 
catcht 2 great part of their c- 
ſtates, aud eſpecially by great 
Donations that many have given 
at their dearth, to redeeme their 
ſoules from the paine which they 
thought ta ſuffer ina fireof Pur- 
gatoric ? For, 15 there any thin 
in the world, which a man wil 
not give at the very point of death 
to free himſelfe from going into 
a fire for the ſpace of many hun- 
dred yearcs? Willa man 1n that 
perplexity care to leave his poſte- 
rity after him miſerable and 
wretched, in giving away all his 
eſtate, So hee may be exempted 
from the torments of that fire, 
which, as they fay, is ſeven times 
hotter than qQur fire is in this 
world ? 
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| world? Thoſe therefore that laid 

4 the firſt foundation thereof, ſhew- 

| ed themlelves moſt ungodly, and 

| fullof covetouſneſle, which is the 
roote of all evils, as Saint Paul 
faith, Timoth. 6. 10. as likewiſe 
enemies of the glory, and me- 
rits of the death and paſſion of 
our Lord Jeſus Chriſt.

In a word, whatſoever abſolves 
and juſtihes us before God , 
from the ſame I ſay, comes all 
our merit : -But it is the oncly 
obedience, merit and ſatisfaction 
of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt that ab- 
ſolves and juſtifies us before God. 
Therefore, trom him alone pro- 
ceedeth all our merit : and if all 
our. merit proceeds from Chriſt 
alane, then it followerth,' that ir 
doth not procced from our 
works. But the tirſt is trac: Ther- 
fore the laſt alſo. 

Let our Adveri:ries now deny 
as much as they will, That ail our 
merit 1s moe Carift alone, and 
let them eſtabliſh other merits 1n 
their works : 2s for our ſelves, we 


will remain conſtant to that, being 
1fared 
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| aſſured that by Chriſt his onel 
T merits, obedience and ſatisfa&i- 
| on, we are abſolved and juſtified 
before God: which thing the Pro- 
phct Eſay teacheth us when hee 
ſaith, That he was wounded for our 
tranſgreſſions, and that the Lord 
bath latd oz him the iniquity of us all, 
Eſay 53. and ſo doth the Apoſtle 
S.Paul, ſaying, That the Medtator 
& one between God and man. the man 
Chriſt Jeſus : who gave himſelfe a 
ranſome for all, 1. Tim. 2.5.6. and 
Saint Johateacheth it alſo plainly, 
when he ſaith, That Jeſs Chriſt ©

Therefore there 2s merit, 

I deny the Major. For thereare 
ſome undeſerved rewards. A Fa- 
ther may promiſe his Son a fine 
ſuir of cloarhes, if he write a good 
coppie : Now that ſonne deſerves 
not that ſuite of clothes for do- 
ing well that coppic. For what 
profit cometh to the ferher there- 
by ? nevertheleſlc, tnc father will 
g1ve the promiſed ſuit onely be- 
cauſe of his promiſe. Even ſo 
doth God to his children, gt- 
ving his Kingdome unto them 
without any deſert, but nnely be- 
cauſe he hath promiſed it. 

Moreover, a father may be in- 
duced to give the promiſed ſuire 
to his ſonne, becavſe of his du- 
ty in doing his coppic well, give- 
ing his father content by that 
meanes. But none of the faithtull, 

Cal 
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can doe their duty towards God. 
eAll have ſinned, faith Saint Paul, 
Rom. 3. 23. and whoſoever, ſaith 
Saint James, offendeth iz one point 
of the Law, he u guilty of all. Jam. 
2. 10. All therefore are guiltic 
of the breach of the whole Law. 
For who is he that hath not fay- 
led in ſome one point or other 
of the Law ? And therefore our 
Adverſaries are very farre wide 
of that pretended merit they doe 
attribute to their good workes,

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places to ſave themſelves : True it 
1s, they make a great buckler of 
theſe words, Thi i my body : which 
they thinke are very cleare to 
prove, that- the. bread is tranſub- 
ftantiated intothe body of Chriſt. 
But I will ſhew in its due place, in 
few words, That they pervert the 
meaning of this place of Scrip- 
ture, taking this word zs, proper- 
ly and without a figure, which in 
all Sacraments ought to be taken 
for S:gnifieth or Rypreſenteth. 
Now I will ſhew what ilender 
cauſe they have ro maintaine the 
Invocation of Saints departed , 
and to teach that Chriſt 1s not 
our onely Mediator with God : 
but that all the Sainrs 1n heaven

Wherenpon it followeth, That 
the Saints departed doe not know: 
our prayers, which are made in 
the heart ; and that by Canſe- 
quent, 1t is a vain and an idle thing: 
to pray untothem. 

The Argument which we draw 
out of this -place of Saint Paut/ 
22ainft the Invocation of Saints 
departed, is thus. 

If there be one onely Mediator 


| between God and man, to wit, 


Chriſt Jeſus : It followeth, That 
the Saints departed are nor out 
Mediators with God,and by Con-

ſequent, that it 1s unprofitable to | 
pray unto them to pray for us. *' 
But the Antecedent is true; Thecr- 
fore the Conſequent alſo. 

Our Adverſaries,to put off this 
blow, make a diſtin&tion, ſaying, 
Thar Saint Pal in this place, 
ſpc:kcth not of a Mediator of In- 
teiceion, but of a Mccdiiror of 
Relemption : and therefore that 
this place 15 not brought to the 
purpoſe for the Interceſſion of 
Saints - a Thing which 1s 1n con- 
troverſic between them and us. 

Towhici 1 anſfiver, Firſt, That 
they are nct able to prove that di- 
ftintion of a Medi:tor of Re- 
demption, and a Mediator of In- 
terceſſion, cirher by any expreſle 
texts out of the Word of God, * 
or any neceſſary conſequence | 
drawn out of the ſame : and there- 
fore that it 1s falſe. Secondly, 
That on the contrary, the Word | 


of 
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of God teaching us, that we have 
an Advocate with God, which is 
Chriſt Jeſus : tcachcth us Conſe- 
quently,rhat he is our alone Medt- 
ator of Interceſhon, aſwell as of 
Redemption. 1f azy man {17 ſaith 
S. John, we have an Audcocate with 
the Father, Jeſus Chrijt the Ryobte- 
os, John.1.Epiſt.2.1. 
_ YVeror the ]cſuite, in his anſiver 
to my Book, Of the Cabale of the 
Jeſuits, pag.18.anſwereth, That to 
ſay there 1s one Mediator, There- 
fore there is but one Mediator, 
is no good Conſequence; and Ic 
bringeth in for example one that 
ſhould fay,I haveaCrown:It were 
no good Conſequence. to fay, 
Therforc he hath but one Crown. 
But this anſwer comes from 2 
grofle ignorance. For that is not 
to be able to judge of what 1s 
Conſequent to a thing, and what 
is not. Let him learn. therefore by 
| i the 
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the fame example he produceth, 
that if we aske one, How much 


mony have you 1n your purſezand 


he anſwereth Categorica! ly ,'I 
have one Crown;zthe Conſequent 
ts 80nd, T herefore you have but 
one Crown in your purſe. 

Even fo, I aske how many Ad- 
vocates we have with God-? and 
reading the whole Word of God, 
I finde that it ſhewvs me but one 
Advocate with God. which is 
Chriſt Jefts. The Conſequence 
is good then, Therefore we have 
but one Advocate with God,which 
is Chriſt Jeſus our Lord. 

It 15 theft our Teſnits part to 
ſtudy Maſter du IMovlins Logick, 
whercunto he ſends' me, ſceing he 
ſheweth himſelf ſo ignorant ther- 
in, that he may earn better how 
to juige of Conſequences.

Whereby it doth appeare, That 
this Invocation of Saints depar- 
ted, is wholly and abſolutely con- 
trary unto the Word of God, ha- 
Ving no other end but to giveun- 
the creature the honour and glo- 
ry that belongeth onely unto the 
Creator. 
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That the Images of the Roman 
Church, are made againſt the 
Commandement of God : and that | 
the adoration which they g1VE une 
to them,is meere 1dolatyy, 


S for the Images of the Ro- 
ma Church, ic is certaine 
that theyare made directly 
agatnlt the Commandement of 
God, (as I have ſhewed before) 
which in the ſecond Commande- 
ment of the Law, ſairh, Thoz ſhals | 
not make unto thee any graven Imaze 

of any thiag that is 12 Heaven above, 

&c. Exod.20.4. And in another | 
place, Te ſhallmake you 10 1!ols nor » 
araven Image, neither veare you up 
a ftauding Image, neither ſhall you 
fet up any Image of ſtone in your 
Land, te bow down unto it : for I 
am 
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am the Lord your God, Levit. 26. 1. 
Ovr Adverſarics doe anfiver, 
That God heth forbidien Images, 
for to worthip them, but not as 
touching the repreſentation. But 
I will even in that, ſhew that they 
tranſgreſſe the Commandemenr 
of God,and commit Idolatry. For 
if they cauſe Images to be creed 
for to worſhip them : It follow- 
eth , that they ſwerve from the 
Commandement of Go41,ind that 
they are Idolaters. But the firſt 
is true; I prove 1t by the ſecond 
| Councell of Nrce, That comman- 
deth ftr»ightly to have Images,and 
to woril:p them. Beſides, let 
21.1 any man ſee the books of their 
| Schoolemen upon this point of 
Images, and tbey ſhall finde them 
Pp all t-:ch, That the Image ought 
tr) be worſhipped with the Ima- 


ar gined, making but one adoration 
7 \ of rte Image, and of the thing 
Th 
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repreſented by the Image. 

When they ſee themſelves con- 
vinced by their owne Decrees, 
Books,and Canons, they ſay, That 
the Error is not 1n the worſhip- 

ing by means of the Images, but 
y them to worſhip falſe gods, as 
the P agans did ; but as for them, 
they,by means of the Images,wor- 
ſhip the true God. 

Foe: the this rexſon , the 
Ifraelits did well to make the Gol- 
den calfe, and <Aoſes very ill in 
breaking of it. For theſe Calves 
thought to worſhip tac true God 
by means of tnat calte, £xo. 32, 
5.6. Ezekias had likewiſe done 41l 
1m. taking away the Brafen Ser- 
pent ; for this people thought ro 
worſhipthe true God, by burning 
Incenſe to it, 2. K1#9- 18. 4. and 
vet God had commanded it ſhould 
be ſet up. But-it would puzzle our 
Adverſaries vilely to ſheiv us one 

expreflc 
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exprefſe place in the Word of 
God, wherein it is commanded 
ro make Images of God for to 
worſhip him by them. Theſe men 
are like unto thoſe Idolaters 
which the King of A4//yr:a ſent to 
inhabit the Cities of Samara in 
ſtead of the Children of 7ſrael, 
whom he had brought into Baby- 
lon, who feared the Lord, and ſerved 
their graven Images, 2. King. 17. 
$3.33-41: 

Again, theſe Doctors alledge, 
Thar they worſhip their Images 
diſtin&ly ; that is, the Images of 
God with the adoration of Latrza, 
and the Images of Saints with 
Dalia., Item, That they make 
their adoration paſſe unto the fi- 
nall obje&, and therefore they arc 
ao Idolaters. 

But that will not ſerve their 
turn: For whoſoever giveth unto 
the creature that worſhip which 

bclon- 
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belongeth unto the Creator, 1s an 
Idolater. But the Doctors of the 
Roman Church countefle they give 
unto the Image (which bla ſpe 
moully they ſay to be of God) che 
Adoration that belongeth to 
God : Therefore they arc Idola- 
ters. 

Neither can they cſcape, in al- 
ledging that their Acoration pal- 
ſeth to the finall obje& : For to 
worſhip the creature with the 
Creator,is maniieft Idolatry. And 
indeed, were it not Idolatry to 
worſhip Images of Gold, of Sil- 

ver, of Wood and Stone , with 

God, with the ſame Adoration 

that be -lorgeth to God ? And to 
ſay that the "Adoration paſleth un- 
4s fnall object, 1s as vain. For, 
_ Image being then firſt wor- 
hipped, at leaſt partaketh with 

i e Adoration - Which 1s mcere 


; Idolatry. 
Now, 
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Now, theſe Doctors telling us 
(for a ſhift) That the Adoration 
paſſeth to the finall object, in that 
confeſſe under-hand tacitely, that: 
they are Idolaters, worſhipping 
Wood and Stone, which 1s the 
firſt obje& of their adoration : 
which is an abomination unto the 
Lord, who calleth himſelte a jea- 
lous God, and that canrot endure 
we ſhould auy manner of way give 
unto the creature the honour 
which 1s due unto Him. 

Many in the Ryman Church, 
(that arc nor well in{truded in the 
Dodtrine of their Do@ors) think 
afſuredly, that the adoration of I- 
mages 1s Dulia, and ti e adoration 
of tne things imagined or repre- 
ſented,to beLatria. But that is not 
their Doctrine. For they make 
but one adoration both of the I- 
mage and of the thing repreſented 
by the Image. Jf we worſhip God, 

_ (faith 


- 
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(ſairh Parzgarole in his leflons, pag. 
439.)%y means of the Image, God aud 
theImage ave both worſhipped with one 
adoration of Latria. And if by means 
of the Image we worſhip the Saint, both 
the Saint and the Image are worſhip- 
ped with one Adoration of Dulia.But 
zt will never be proved, That the woy- 
ſkip of the Image, is Dulia, azd that 
of the Imazined or repreſented by the 
Image us Latvia ; becauſe bath are 
but one Adoyation : Theſe are the 
very words of this Door. 

In fine, We aske of our Adver- 
ſaries one exprefle text out of the 
Word of God, or any one neceſ- 
ſary Conſequence drawne out of 
the ſame, where it 1s commanded 
to make Images of God to wor- 
ſhip bim by them. That puts them 
into a grievous rage, and makes 
them preſently to fall to rayling 
in ſtead of anſwering. 

We aske them again, who bath 

told 
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told them,that God may be repre- 
ſented by Images of Gold, Silver, 
Wood and Stone. God zs a Sprrit, 
faith Chriſt, ad thoſe that worſhip 
him, muſt worſhip him 1n Spirit and 
Truth, John 4.24. God is infinite 
and incomprehenfible,therfore he 
canotbe repreſented by ſuch mate- 
riall and corporall things, it being 
an horrible blaſphemy to go about 
to repreſent the God-head with 
ſuch things. Wherefore the Pro- 
phet Eſay cryeth aloud againſt 
ſuch Idolaters ; To whom then will 
yee liken God £ or what likenejſe will 
yee compare him unto ? or to whom 
ſhall I be equall, ſaith the holy One £ 
Lift up your eyes on high, and behold 
who hath Created theſe things, Elay 
40. 18.25.26. And the Apoſtle 
Saint Paul faith, That profeſ1ng 
themſelves to be wiſe, they became 
fooles, and changed the Glory of the 
uncorruptible God, anto ap Image 

| G maads 
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made like to corruptible Man, and to 
Birds and foure-ſeoted Beaſts, Rom. 
x; 33. 22. | 
The adoration of Dulia, which 
they give unto Saints,cannot chuſe 
but be a great ſinne, and Idolatry : 
For this adoration 1s made with- 
out any warrant out of the Word 
of God, and by Conſequent,done 
without Faith , which cannot be 
but ſinneand 1dolatry. 
In ſumme, Our Adverſaries arc 
reater Idolaters in worſhipping 
of their Images, than the P agazs 
and ancient Ldolaters were. For 
thoſe had not the knowledge of 
the true God, and were not taught 
and inſtructed by his Word. Be- 
fides, They worſhipped the Ima- 
ges of things which they beleeve 
ro be gogs; as of Fupzter, Hercules, 
Apollo, Funo, Venus, Diana, and 0- 
thers. But theſe Idolaters here, 
ſec by the VVord of God, how 
much 
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{ much Idolatry is in abomination 
' unto the Lord:and nevertheleſſe, 

they worſhip thelmages of things, 
| which as themſelves confeſle are 
|  nogods,as of thetrue Croſſe,of the 
Virgin Mary, Of Saint Frazcis, of 
Saint Domznich, and others : and 
are come fo farreeven as to wor- 
| ſhip Tabernacles, Boxes, and ſuch 
other like things. But if any man 
chinke that I accule them wrong- 
fully, and lay to their charge that 
which they doe not teach : Let 
him take the paines to reade their 
Canons and Books, and namely, 
the Leſſons of Frances Pantgaralle, 
a renowned Doctor amongſt them, 
| 2andhe ſhall finde, that the Pagans 
never came to ſuch a height of 
Idolatry. 
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That foure rules ſhew unto uw, that 

' theres a Figure 1n theſe Words, 
This is my body. Ard that the 
Trauſubſtantiation of the bread 
znto the body of Chriſt,ts contrary 
unto the truth of God,and deſtroys 
the bumane nature of Chriſt. 
Item, That in all Sacraments,the 
word, is, ts put for ſignifieth, or 
repreſenteth. 


Y that which hath been ſaid 
B already, It appeareth plain- 
ly, That the Dodrine of 
our Adverſaries is altogether con- 
trary unto the Word of God, and 
therfore it is no wonder, that the 
have forſaken the light, for to hide 
themſelves under the darknefle of 
a Tradition and unwritten VWord. 
It is trne, they boaſt mnch of 
theſe 
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theſe Words, Thzs is my body : and 
make a ſhew to ſticke cloſe to 
thoſe Foure ſmall Words of the 
Goſpel, upon which words they 
will not admit of any Figure or 
interpretation, but will take them 
at the bark of the Letter, to draw 
out of the ſame a Doctrine con- 
trary unto the Analogy of Faith, 
and that wholy deſtroyeth the hu- 
mane nature of our Lord [cſus 
Chriſt. The which I will prove 
by theſe foure rules following, 
which will put us out of all doubt ; 
For they certainly ſheiy unto us 
when there is a Figure in any place 
of the holy Scripture. 

The firſt is, when the matter, 
and the circumſtances of the pre- 
cedingand ſubſequent words,ſhew 
that there 1s a Figure. 

The ſ-cond, whether the time 
' inwhich it is ſpoken, 1s to make a 
| Figure. 
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" The third, whether underſtan- 
ding the place literally and with- 
out 2 Figure, there ſhould from 
thence ariſe an impoſſible thing. 

The fourth, if taking it literal- 
ly and without a Figure, there 
ſhould follow any abſurdity. 

According to theſe foure rules, 
we muſt examine this place, This 
is my holy, and ſee whether there 
be a Figure 11 1t Or no. 

As for the firſt, the matter and 
the circumſtances doe ſhew, That 
there is a Figure in theſe words, 
Thzs ts my body : For Chriſt was in- 
fiituting of a Sacrament. Now, 
whatſoever 1s ſaid in matters of 
Sacraments, ought to be under- 
ſtood facramentally, and not lite- 
rally. Again, The circumftances 
of the preceding and ſubſequent 
words doc ſhew allo, that there 15 
a Figure. For 1n the foregoing 
words, the Scripture faith, that 
Chriſt 
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Chriſt took bread, brake it, and gave 
ft. Bur it 1s not given till after the 
conſecration : therctore he gave 
bread. And to the ſubſequent 
words hee addeth theſe words, 
This is my body, which is broken for 
504. But the body of Chriſt was 
not broken in the Lords Supper; 
no not on the very Crofle it ſelfe; 
theretore they muſt be underſtood 
hguratively. —_- 

Moreover, he faid, giving the 
.Cup to his Apoſtles, This Cap zs 
the New Teſtament tn my blood, Luk. 
2 1.20.the which cannot beunder- 
ſtood without a Figure : For a 
Cup, or that which 1s 1n it, 1s not 
a Teſtament ſubſtantially. 

Item, he faith, He wil! drink a0 
more of the fruit of tis Vine, Mar. 
26. 29, He commandeth, to 4oz 
that in remembrance of him,x.Cor. 
I 1.24. Therefore there 1s a figurc 
in theſe words, Th1s 7s my body. 

G 4 Ry 
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By the ſecond rule it appeareth 
alſo, That there is a figure 1n theſe 
words, This 1s my Loy. For the 
time in which Chriſt inſtituted 
the holy Sacrament of his Sup- 
per,w2s the ſame time in which he 
woul4 leave tl.e VVorld,and goe to 
his Father, as he teſttheth ot him- 
ſelte, ſaying, / ſeave the world, and 
oe tothe Fatber, John 16.28, Tam 
30 more in the world, John 17.11. 
ree have the poore with you alwaies, 
but me yee kave not alwates,Mar.14. 
7. But hee willing to have his 
Church to make a commemora- 
tion of his death, he Inftituteth a 
Sacrament, wherein he ordaineth 
bread to be lroken, and the Cup 
to be diſtributed in remembrance 
of him; Doe ths, ſaith he, 72 re- 
membrance of me. For as often 45 yee 
eate this hyead, and drink this cup, 
yee doe ſhew the Lords death tiil be 
come, 1. Cor. 11. 26. And that.to 

repre- 
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repreſent unto us, That even as 
the bread and wine nouriſheth our 
bodies in this Temporall lite : So 
his fleſh aud his blood are the 
food of our ſoules in the Eternall 
life. Therefore there is a figure 
in theſe words, Thzs 1s my hoy. 

By the third rule, it 2ppeareth 
alſo clearely, that theſe words, 
This is my body, are to be under- 
ſtood figuratively. For as it 1s 
impoſſible that twice two be not 
foure, but three muſt bee the 
firſt odde number umpire : So it 
15 likewiſe impoſſible, That a true 
body be in divers places at once. 
But the body of our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt is a true body, L:te unto 
bis -brethren tn all things, (inne ex- 
cepted, ſaith the: Apoſtle, Heb. 2. 
I 7. Therefore it cannot be in di- 
vers places at once. 

Our Adverſaries would faine 
cover themſelves with the omn1- 

| potency 
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tency of God; bur it 1s in vain : 
6 the queſtion 1s of his will, and 
not of his power. Bur it was his 
will that his Sonne ſhould take a 
true humane body, and by Conſe- 
quent,that he ſhould be in one,ond 
not in divers places. 

It is moſt true, That God is 6m- 
ntpotent ; but he doth not all that 
ke.is able to do. For he couldrranſ- 
torme the Pope intoa moniter ha- 
ving feven heads, and ten hornes, 
and al his Diſciples into Graſhop- 
pers: but he doth not doe it. 

Ana word, He will not have the 
bady of his Sonne to be in divers 
places at once,becauſe there would 
be in bim Yea and Nay. Yea.,in that 
be witl have every phyſicall and 
compoſed body tobe in one onely 
place : Nay,lIf he would have the 
body of his Son which is ſuch, to 
be 10 ſeverall places at once. 

Morcaner, every true humane 


body 
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body is a materiall ſubſtance, that 
hath his naturall and inſeparable 
properries, one of which 1s tobe 
limited, circumſcribed and con- 
tained in one certaine place. Take 
away from bodies the diſtance of pla- 
ces,ſaith Saint Auſtin, ad they ſhall 
be nowhere, and becauſe they ſhall be 
zowhere , they ſhall not be at all. 
And ſpeaking of the body of 
Chriſt, he ſaith, That zf ſome ſpace 
be not given unto it that may con- 
tain tt after the ſame manner as other 
boties are, its humane nature ts de- 


ſtroyed, Epiſt. 37. ad Dardanum. 


Therefore there is a figure in 
theſe words, Thrs rs my body. 

The fourth rule alſo ſhewes us 
very plainly, That there is a figure 
in theſe words, Thts is my body. For 
if we takethem literally, and with- 
out a figure, there tolloweth di- 
vers abſurdities. 

7 Firf}, That a body like unto 

Gurs 
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ours in all things, ſinne excepted, 
ſhouldbe in an infinite number of 
places at one and the ſame time. 
For they teach it 15.in as many 
places as there are Maſſes ſaid : 
and that ir is whole in every 
crumme of the Hoſte, and in eve- 
ry drop in the Chalice, and yet 
budges not from Heaven : neither 
is it- in the ſpace which is between 
both, and by Conſequent, that one 
and the ſelfe ſame body, may be 
higher and lower than it ſelte, and 
that there 15 ſome diſtance be- 
tween Chriſts body and the body 
of Chrilt. 

2 Secondly, That a true body 
bath all its paxts under one point, 
having the head where the feet are, 
the eycs, mouth, and cares altoge- 
ther: and by Conſequent, it hath 
a length without extent, that 1s, a 
{ength and no length. 

3 Thirdly, That Chriſt did cat 


him- 
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himſelfe, and drank his own bo 
and blood, ſceing (after their own 
Dodrine) his body is alſo in the 
Chalice. And that by Conſequent, 
he had his head in his mouth, and 
his whole body in his ſtomack, ha- 
ving the inſide out,and the out{ide 
in, which 1s a thing more abſurd 
than if the ſcabberd were in the 
ſword ; For being in the firord, it 
were 1nanotber thing than it ſelfe. 
But theſe Do&@ors put rhe body 
of Chriſt into the body of Chriſt. 
4 Fourthly, That there is 2 
Chriſt ſuffering, and a Chriſt not 
ſuffering : A Chriſt crucified, and 
a Chriſt not cructhed. For as 
ſoone as Chriſt had ſupped, he 
went to the Garden of Olives, 
where he ſwate great drops of 
blood, was apprehended, and fi- 
nally, Crucified. But the ſame that 
was in his and the Apoſtles ſto- 
macks, did not ſiveat great drops 
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| of blood, was not apprehended, 
nor crucified : And by Conſe- 
quent, he was not our Saviour, | 
ſceing he hath not ſuffercd for us. | 


It appeareth therefore plain! 
by that which hath bin above ſad 
T hat theſe words, Thzs zs my body, | 
muſt not be taken literally, but fi- 
guratively. | 

Nevertheleſſe, our Adverſaries 
are ſo wiltull and obſtinate in this, 
as toafhirme ſtill, That theſe words 
muſt be taken literally and with- 
out a figure : and that the bread of 
the Maſle, is tranſubſtantiated in- 

to the body of Chriſt:alledging, 
that God is able to doe it : but as | 
I have ſaid already, the Queſtion | 
1s of his will, and not of his pow- 
er. They ſhould have proved 
firſt, That it 1s his Truth and his 
Will, before they goe about to 
tell us of his power. There 1s no 
opinion fo extravagant or fanta- 
ſticall, 
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ſticall, but may be maintained in 
ſaying that. God is powerfull e- 
nough to make 1t to bee ſo. To 
prove a do@rine, onely becauſe 
God 1s omnipotent; is an open 
confeſſion of their weakeneſle. 
There be ſome things that God 
cannot doe, becauſe he is omnti- 
potent. Hecannot Iye : He can- 
not contradi&t himſelfe. Gods 
omnipotencie ought not to be 
a cloake unto Error, nor ſerve 
as a refuge to talſhood and Ido- 
latry . Therefore wee mult ſee 
firſt whether it bee his truth or 
no. 

:, Inthe firſt place, the Apo- 
{tle to the Hebrewes telleth us, that 
Chriſt 1s like unto hisbrethren tn all 
things, ſiane excepted, Heb. 2.16. 
17. Therctore it 1s a thing con- 
traric unto the truth of God, to 
teach that he may be in a million 
of places at one andthe ſame _ 

'Or 
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For to havea true boly, and to be 
like unto his brethren 1n al things, 
he muſt be in one, and not in many 
places. 

2. Himſelfe tels us that bes 
leaveth the world , and goes to the 
Father, John 16. 28. That hee 7s 
20 more 1n the world. John 17. 11. 
That we ſhall have the poore alwayes, 
but we ſhall zot have him alwayes, 
Marke 14. 7. It is therefore a 


thing contrary unto the trurh of 


God, to teach that he is here on 
earth in a million of places at 
once. They anſwer to this, that 
we have Chrilt no more viſibly : 
but that wee have him inviſibly 
under the Speczes of the bread and 
wine. 

But that will not ſerve their 
turne. For, to have Chriſt 1n- 
viſibly,is ſtill to have Chriſt. That 
man were a lyer that ſhonld ſay 


he had no clothes, becauſe they 
arc 
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are. hid in a trunke. Even ſo hee 
were alyer that ſhould ſay he had 
not Chriſt, becauſe he is hidden 
under the Specres of bread and 


\ wine. But he faith expreſly, wee 
' ſhall not have him alwayes ; That he 
| leaves the world and goes to the Fa- 
| ther. Sentences which ſhould be 
| falſe if hewere yet in the world 


betweene the hands of a Prieſt 
ſaying Maſle, or lockt up in a pix 
or box . And as touching that 
which hee ſaith, Matth. 28. 20. 
That bee ſhall be with us unto the 
end of the world : That is very truae 
not according to his Humane na- 
ture, but according to his Divi- 
nity, power and cfficacie of the 


| holy Ghoſt, whereby he guideth, 


governcth,and ruleth his Church. 
we have Chriſt alwayes, according to

r:ght band of God the Father. Item, | 
That from thence bee ſhall come to | 
gaudge the qnick and the dead, Therc- . 
fore it 1s a thing contrary unto 
the truth of God. to teach that 
he is here below on carth in the 
hands of a Prieſt, in as many 
placcs 
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places as there are Maſſes ſaid. 
But for aſmuch as they alledge, 
without any reſpe@ roGonc's truth, 
th:t itis his wil,maniteſted 11 theſe 
words This is my boy: I wil ſhew 
that it is no more his will, which 
cannot be contrary to his trurh, 
For the will of our Lord [eſns 
Chriſt was to inſtitute a Sacra- 
ment. Bur in all Sacraments there 
ſhould-be two diſtin things ; to 
wit,the ſigne, and the thing ſignifi- 
ed ; the one thing terreſtri-ll, and 
the other celeſtiall. Itwas his wil 
therefore that theſe two rhings 
ſhould be in the Sacrament of rhe 
ſupper, which he inſtirure41 : that 
is,the bread and the wine, whiclt 
are the (igne and the terre{triall 
thing: And his body and blood, 
which are the celeſtiall and figni- 
fied thing. Thc 1gnes —_—— by 
the corporal mouth,and the thing 
ſignified by faith, according to 
H 2 that 
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that which the Apoſtle ſaith,Chr:ſf 
dwelleth in yoar bearts by faith. E- 
pheſ\. 3.17. Whereupon it 'fol- 
loweth that it was :not his will, 
that the bread and wine ſhould be 
tranſubſtantiated into his: body, 
which they ſhould ſignifie. And 
indeed, he did not ſay, this 2s trar- 
ſubſtantiated into my body: but only, 
This is my body. And that confor- 
mably unto the ſtyle of the holy 
Scripture , which giveth alwayes 
to the ſigne the name of the thin 
ſignified, uſing in all Sacraments 
the word #& for /izntheth. 

Bur foraſmuch as all the dif- 
ficulty lyeth upon this word #, 
to know whether it ought to be 
taken properly, or by ſigxifieth 
in this enunciation, thts is my bo- 
dy: I prove that it ought not to 
be taken properly , but by /i2n7- 
feth . Here is my argument. -If | 
in all Sacraments, tie fignes doe 

beare 
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beare the name of the things ſig- 
nified: 7tem, if the word zs, is put 
for [1gntfieth or repreſ. nteth : It 
followeth that the bread and the 
wine, which are ſignes in the Sa- 
crament of the Lords Supper, 
=_ to beare the name of the 
body and blood of Chriſt. 7tem, 
that the word 7s, 1s put for ſi2»2/i- 
eth or repreſenteth. But the firſt 
propoſition is true. Here are my 
proofes. 

I. The Circumciſion was a Sa- 
crament among the ewes, that 
ignified the Covenant: of God, 
as it is ſaid in the 17:of Ceneſes, 
verſ. 10. 2.4.7. Every man-childe 
among you ſkall be circumciſed, and 
Je ſhall circumciſe the fieſh of your 
foreshin, and it ſhall be a token of 
the covenant betwixt mee and you.

477- deceiveth himſelfe grofly, 
being of opinion that in this place 
Chriſt is called a rock, and : ng 
fore that this word 3s, 1s to be 
taken for berng, and not for ſig- 
nitying. 1. For if it were the ſence 
and meaning of the Apoſtle, he 
would not have ſaid that the rock 
was Chriſt, but that Chriſt was 
the rocke. 2. Alſo he would not 
have ſaid in the paſſive tenſe was, 
but in the preſent tenſe z7s : For | 
he is alwayes both the fundamen- 
tall and chiefe corner ſtone of the 
Church. 

. To diſcerne the truth, wee 
muſt but conſider the words of 
rhe Apoſtle : for hee ſaich That 
our Fathers d:d all eate of the ſame | 
P:rituall meate, and did all drink? 
of the ſame (prrituall drinke,x.Cor, 
10. 2. But this ſpirituall mcate 
was the c Manna, Fro, 16. 15. 

which 
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which he calleth ſpirituall be- 
cauſe it was a figure of Chriſt : 
Likewiſe, this ſpirituall drinke, 
was the water iſſuing forth of the 
, rock. Exod. 17.6. Numb. 20.10. 
11. which alfo he calleth ſpiritu- 
all drinke, becauſe its ſf1gnifcati- 
on was ſpirituall. But as by this 
ſpirituall meat, Saint Paul did 
not meane Chriſt himfelfe : So by 
this ſpirituall drinke he did not 
underſtand Chriſt himſelfe, but 
| the water that flowed out of the 
Rock. It is therefore cleare e- 
nough, that this Rock whereof 
he ſpeaketh, is the ſame whence 
the waters flowed in the Wilder- 
neſfſe, which he calleth Chriſt, b-- 
cauſe it was a figure of Chriſt. 
The which 1s plainely ſhewed 
in the forcgoing words of Sea,and 
C{loude. For the Sea, the Cioude, 
and the Rock areuſed in one and 
the ſelfe ſame kind, and to = 
an 
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and the ſelfe ſame end. Even fo 
then as it. was a true Sea, and a 
true cloude: ſo this Rock was 2 
true Rock. And it is ſaid it fol- 
lowed the people : becinſe the 
ſtreames of waters that ifſned 
forth of this Rock, followed this 
people a long time in the Vil- 
derneſle. 

Againe, Chri!t ſaith, That be 
the true Vine, lohn 15.1, Thatbe zs 
the doore of the Sheep, John 1o. 7, 
And Saint Paul ſajth, That the 
bread which we break, 1s the Commus- 
a13;2 of the borly of Chrit, t.Cor.ro, 
15. Howbeit the Þre1 15 not the 
Commnnion it felfe, but a Sacra» 
ment thereof. 

As for Baptiſme, 5. Paul ſaith, 
That &y zt weare buried with Chit, 
Rom. 6. 4. Col.2. 12. becauſe it 
repreſenteth the death of the old 
man, anc of our natural! corrup- 
£10N. 
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| But without going trom the Sa- 
 crament, whereof we now treaty 
there is ſuihcient matter to ſhew 
Rs Thar in theſe woras, Thrs 
zs my hoay, the word 4, 1s put tor 
ſigntpeth , or repreſenteth : For 
Chriſt ſaith, This zs my body which 
is broken for you.

Out of which we 
draw this infallible concluſion, If 
the Cup, or that which 1s in the 
Cup, cannot be the new Teſta- 
ment ſubſtantially, but onely Sa- 
cramentally - It followeth , _ | 

this 
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this word 75, ought to be expoun- 
/ dedinthis place for Senierh or 
repreſeateth. But the firſt is true ; 
Therefore the laſt alſo. 
Our Adverſarics deny the An- 
tecedent : affirming, That the Cup 
or that which 1s 1n the Cup, is the 
New Teſtament properly , and 
without a figure : and perceiving 
very well, that the bread is the 
Lords body in the ſame kind as 
the Cup is the New Teſtament : 
and that if the word, is, muſt be 
expounded for /ignifieth or repre- 
ſenteth, in this enunciation, Thzs 
(up is the New Teſtament,@c. that 
it muſt be expounded ſo in this 
enunciation, Thzs ts my body. 
But this hole 1s too little to 
j creep out at. For behold, Saint 
eMatbew ſaith, That this blood zs the 
blood of the New Teſtament,Mat.2 6, 
28. Therefore it 15 not' the New 
\ Teſtament. Forcven as the foure 
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corner > Cap of a Jetuire is not a 
Jeſuitc : ſo the blood of the New 
Teſtament, 1s not the New Teſta- 
ment. 

Ade maorcover, that our Ad- 
vercſeriestell us, That the New Te- 
ſtament 1 is founded upon the blood 
wi.ich they ſay 15 1n the Chahce. 
Theretoreby treir own Doctrine, 
it 15 nottl.e New Teſtament : for 
one thing founded upon another, 
is not the ſame thing with 1t. 

In fumme,Chrift faith, Thzs Cup 
2s the New Teillamert 14 wy bloo?, 
1 erefore it is not his blood; For 
a t'-ing which 15 in -norbc r, 15S nOt 
the ſame thing in which it 1s. 

By in many exprefle texts, and 
i:vincible reaſons, is this propo- 
ſition evidently proved : Tht jn 
all Sacramenrts,the ſ'gnes do beare 
the name of the thing ſignified ; 
an that this word z«, 15 pnt for 
ſigntfieth orre>-eſenteth ,and Con- 

ſequently 
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ſcquently.that the bread and wine, 
rem-iritiz il bread and wine, at 
the S:crament of the Lords ſup- 
per, doe beare the name of the 

ody and blood of Chriſt whom 
they ſigaifie. And therefore the 
meaning of theſe words, thzs is my 
body, is, This ſiguifieth or repreſen- 
teth my body : as divers Fathers 
have expounded it, and namely, 
Saint Auſtin in theſe words : The 
Lord made no difjiculty to ſay, This 
7s my body, when be gave the ſigne 
of bis body. Auſitn againſt. Adtmen- 
tus chap. 12. And Zertullizn alſo 
in theſe words : Chrift having ta- 
ken bread and diſtiibutel tt to bis 
Diſciples, made it to be his body, ſay- 
ing this is my vody, that is, the figure 
of my boily, Tertull;zn contra Mar- 
c10a, Chap. 40, Whereby it appea- 
reth that tis poptih dodrinis no 
lefle contrary untothe wil of God 
than unto his truth manifeſted in 
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That it is not enough ( for to have 
Eternall life) to eate Chriſts fleſh: 
but that we muſt alſo drinke his 
blood; eAad therefore all Chriſti- 
ans indifferently ought to com- 
municate uauer both k1ndes, ac- 
cording to. the Commandement of 
Chrift, and the Apoſtle Saznt

< He Pope and his Aſſociats 

: doe keepe men. ealily in 
their Idolatry and falſe 
doArives, by theſe two meanes. 
The firſt, in holding them in a 
more than hrutiſh 1gnorance, u- 
{ing rhem like beaſts. The ſecond, 
byſwect alluring ſpeeches where- 
with they cover the poyſon which 
theygive unto the {imple to drink, 
It is a thing worthy of compaſſi- 
on 
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On to fee ſometimes theſe Do- 
&ors in the Pulpit torment them- 
ſelves, gnaſh their teeth for an- 
ger, and ſpew out a thouſand inju- 
ries;flatiders,&forg'd imputations: 
againft the qo ſervants of God, 
and eſpecially againſt Catvrz, For 
the veryreiriembrance of the name 
of that good Door, is able to 
make them ſtark mad * mingling 
in their ſermons among their in- 
jaries, ſome words of Nth re- 
commendation,and praiſeof good 
workes, to amuſe their hearers, 
andentertaine them in that opi- 


nion, that they preach a true, 


and wholeſome do@rine. This 
isthe cauſe thatPapiſts ſometimes 
doe intreat us to goe heare their 
ſermons. O filly people, ye have 
not yet learned what the depths 
of Satan are, that can transforme 
himſelfe into an Angel of light 


forto ſeduce men. Apor. 2.24.Ye 
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hearken not to Clriits warning, 
when he ſaith, Beware of falſe Px0- 

hets which come to you tn ſheepes | 
clothing,but tnwardly they are reven- 
1ng wolfes. Math. 7.15. Ye know 
not that eAztichri{t bath two hornes 
like a Lambe, but ſpeaketh as a Dra- 
g0n. APOC. 13. 11. Poore ſedu- 
ced people that feed your ſelves 
with ſhewes of good, wherewith 
they hide the falſhood which they 
give you, without inquiring of the 
truth, ſo cafie to be found in the 
Word of God to confound your 
Doors. Aske them but where 
it is commanded inthe Word of 
God to deprive Lay men and wo- 
men from the, Communion of the 
Cupas they docgand ye ſhal make 
them as dumb as fiſhes. 

Thoſe red Mats,and fur'd Hoods; 
aſſembled at the Conncels of Con- 
ſtance and Trente, acknowledge in 
the thazteenth and fifth Seffions 

of 
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of the ſaid Councels, That Chriſt 
dil inftitute the Sacrament of the 
Supper under both kinds ot bread 
and wine, and delivered it fo to 

- his Diciples : Confefling more- 
over that theuſe of both kiades 
was very frequent and ordin ry 
in the b. ginning ot Chriſtian Re- 
ligion;and yet nevertheleſſe, they 
are ſo bold and impudent as to 

t an Anathema upon him that 
ſhall ſay that all and every one 
of the Faithfull ought to receive 
nnder both kindes the Sacrament 
of the Euchariſt, by rhe comman- 
dement of God. Declaring that 
this cuſtome of receiving under 
one kinde, ought to be held as a 
Law : forbidding every Chriſtian 

| to belceve or teach otherwiſe. Be- 
hold how theſe Doors have ban- 
| ded themſelves openly againſt 
E Chriſt, whom they have Anathe- 


| matiſed with the Apoſtle Saint 
| I 2 Paul 
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Paul. OurLord, for ſaying unto) 
his Diſciples when he gave them 
the Cup, D#znke yee all of tit: 
Math. 26. 27-. And the. Apoſtle, 
for commanding to every one of 
the Corinthians, ts examee him 
ſelfe, and Joreate of this bread and 
arinke of this cup. 1, Corinth. 11. 
28. | 
Now, becauſe this is ſufficient 
to make it appeare that the Pope 
is contrary unto Chriſt, they la- 
bour to put off this blow, alledg- 
ing that Chriſt ſpake to none but 
to his Apoftles, which were pa- 
tours z and fo, that this priviſedge 
of receiving under both kindes,be- 
longs to Prieſts onely, and not to 
Lay men; but-they cannot ſhun 
it ſo; for if Chriſt command al!

53. 54. If theſe words. be meant 
of the Euchariſt : It followeth 
they deprive the people of life, 
taking from them the Cup. 
Moreover, it 1s not enough to 
eate the fleſh of Chriſt by faith 
under the f{igne of bread, but we 
muſt alſo drinke his blood ſpiri- 
tually by faith under the {igne of 
the wine, ſeeing Chriſt hath in- 
ſtituted this holy Sacrament un- 
der both ſignes of bread and wine; 
the one to be broken, and the o- 
therro be ſhed or powred forth 
in 
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in remembrance of him:the which

have remedied the-error. that: af- 
terwards.crept int o the. Church; 
Via. in taking. away againlt hes 
precept, the halfe of that holy ſa- 
ctament. And therefore it 1s to no 
purpoſe to alledge the concomi- 
tancice. For, to cate morſe} of 
btead in forme of x Wafer, is nor: 
to drinke:/Chriſits blood as hee 
biddeth- #6.expreſly, faying, That 
Except; wedrinke: his blood, we have 
a0 life 18:44 1hohn 60 ' 
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That the pretended $ acvifice of the 

' Maſſe was onely eſtabliſhed for to 

 aanthilate the pomer and efficacy 

of the Sacrifice of the Croſſe. And 
that there 1s but one onely Sacyi 

cator ſacrificing expiatorily in the 

_— Law, to wit, Jeſus 


Chriſt our Lord. 
B der the Popes Dodctrine,ind 

of his Diſciples, he ſhall ſce 
plainly, That it rendeth onely to 
debaſe the merit and vertue of the 
death and pafhon of our Lord [e- 
ſus Chriſt : as you may obſerve by 
the Dodrine of their pretended 
ſacrifice of the Maſſe.- For theſe 
Doors teach, that it is a ſecond 
ſacrifice of Chriſt, Po rn 
both for the quicke and for the 
dead, 


Riefly, whoſever ſhall con ſi- 


c 
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dead; which is plainly todeny that 
the Sacrifice of the: Crofle hath 
the power and efficacy to take 
away linnes, unleſſe it be reitera- 
ted. But the Apoſtle Saint Paut 
tcacheth us plainly, that the ſacri- 
ficeof the Croſſe, hath at once ta- 


ken fin wholly away,when he ſaith, 


That &y the wil of God we are (anttifi- 
ed throuoh the offering of the body of 
Jelm Chriſt once jor all. By one of e- 
7sng be bath pe-fetted lor ever them 
that are (aniified. And he addeth 
yet another ſentence, that cutteth 
up this Error by the very roots. 
ow, Where remit {10 of theſe is, 
there is no more offering for ſin, Heb. 
10. 10. 14. 18. He meancth by 
theſe things, the tranſgrefſion of 
the Law of God. But in the Sa- 
crifice of the Crofle there is for- 
giveneſle of theſe things : There- 
fore there 15 no more oblation for 

finne. 
Againſt 
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Againſt ſuch cleare places,theſe 


| Dodors arme themſclves with a 


falſe diſtin&ion of Sacrifice,which 
they could never yet prove, nei- 
ther out of any expreſle text taken 
out of the Word of God, or ne- 
ceſſary Conſequence drawn out of 
the ſame. has ſay, that there is 
no more bloody ſacrifice for ſin; 
bur that there is an unbloody fa- 
crifice, according to the order of 
HMelchiſedeck, for the continuall 
application of the merit of the 
ſacrifice of the Croſle. 

But this diſtin&ion 1s not able to 
rake them off the hooks. For, the 
Apoſtle ſaying expreſſely, That 
there is no more oblation for ſin, 
ſheweth us plainly, That there is 
no other propitiatory ſacrifice 
for ſinne,of what kind ſoever, but 
that of the Crofle. It is therefore 
their part, that goc about to 
vive the Apoſtle the lye, to youve 

that 
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that diftinion, ſhewing by ex- 
preſſe texts , Or at leaſt by necef- 
ſary conſequences drawne out of 
thepure Word of God, that we 
ought to ſacrifice againe the body 
of Chtiſt unblooaily, to apply 
the merit of his bloody facrifice : 
which thing they are never able 
to doe. 

For to attaine to this proofe, 
ſome of them argue thus: Chritt 
is a facrificator after the order of 
eMelchiſedeck , but Melchiſederk 
offered an unbloody ſacrifice : for 
he offered bread and wine. There- 
fore Chriſt after the ſame order, 
hath offered an unbloody ſacrifice, 
when he hath offered himſelfeun- 
der the Specres of bread and wine. 
And therefore the diſtin&ion of 
bloody and unbloody ſacrifice is 
true. 

We grant the Major, but wee 


deny the 2/7or, which 1s yoo 
SC 
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ded upon a falſhood. Wee doe 
not finde in any place of holy 
Scripture, that Melchiſedeck ofter- 
ed to God bread and wine. Vee 
reade in the 14 of Gere/:s,verſ.18, 
that he brought unto eAbrabam 
bread and wine for to feede and 
refreſh him and his men that were 
wearicd and travayl'd as they came 
from the defeat of the Kings : But 
there is not a word there that 
CAelchiſedeck oftered bread and 
wine unto God. And therefore 
the concluſion of this argument 
is falſe, and by conſequent alſo 
this pretended diſtin&tion of 
bloody and unbloody ſacrifice. 
Now I will ſhew hereafter wher- 
in conſiſts this order of Met 
chiſedeck , according to which or- 
der Chriſt is an everlaſting Sacri- 
ficator. At this preſent, I w1ll 
preſſe our Adverſaries upon this 


pretended application , which 15 
K the 
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the lait retuge of falſhood i brought 
to the baye upon her back. 

Wee ſay then that in this pre- 
tended application, our Adverſa- 
rics 2ranc under hand tacitely,that 
the Maſſe is not the ſacrifice of 
Jeſus Chriſt. For, if itbe but the 
application of Chriſts facrifice : 
It followeth it is not Chriſts ſa- 
crifice. For even as the applicatt- 
on of a plaſter 1s not a plaſter ; ſo 
the application of Chriſts ſacri- 
fice, is not Chriſts ſacrifice. 

And here theſe Doctors con- 
feſſe freely againe that the Maſle 
is rot Chriſts ſacrifice, For they 
ſay thar every true ſacrifice re- 
quireth that the thing offered be 
deſtroyed and conſumed: W here- 
upon we build this argument. 

Every truc ſacrifice requircth 

that the thing offered be deſtroy- 
ed and coniumed. But the Maſle, 
ſay they,is atrve ſacrifice ; There-

fore the thing offercd in theMaſle, 
is deſtroyed and conſumed. 

They yceld us that too, but to 
their confuſion; for ſay we, 


: If the thing offered in the Maſle,

[ dy of Chriſt is deſtroyed and con- 
{umed in the Maſle. It is not true, 


ſay they, but it is the Speczes of 
bread and wine that are deſtroyed 
and conſumed : that is, the color, 
” | thetaſte, the roundnefle and quan- 
C | tityof the bread and wine. They 
Y | confeſle therefore freely that the 
- | Maſſe is not Chriſts facrifice, ſee- 
ing that he is not deſtroyed, but 
onely a ſacrifice of roundnefles, 
of meaſures, of lines, of caſtles 
h | in the ayre, well befitting ſuch a 


'R Religion , wheretn all is nothing 
© | but Maske and hypocriſie. 

F Moreover, the application. of 
#: 3 2 4 
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a thing, 1s not the thing applyed. 
As for example, The water ofthe 
Bath is applyed by meanes of the 
channel or conduit-pipe - Yet it 
is not the pipe. Phyſicke is admi- 
niſtred with a cup dr veſſel, bur it 
is not the veſſel : and fo of all 6- 
ther things . But contrariwile, 
theſe ſuttle Doctors will have the 
application and the thing apply- 
cd to be one and the ſelfe ſame 
thing. For they ſay that. Chriſts 
ſacrifice is applyed by the facri- 
fice of the ſame Chriſt. But they 
have not cunning enough yet to 
perſwade us that although the 
Mafle were good, it could be both 
the Phyſicke and the veflel toge- 
ther. 

But, ſay our Adverſaries, doe 
wean injury to the phyſick by ap- 
plying it with the veſſel! ? doe we 
wrong to the water of the Bath. 
when we reccive it by the channel * 

doe 
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doe we wrong to the bloody ſz- 
crifice, in applying it by the un- 
bloody ſacrifice ? 

Yea Doors, ye doe wrong to 
the Phytick, when yeattribute un- 
to the veſlel the vertue of healing, 
which is onely proper to the phy- 
ſicke. Ye doe wrong to the wa- 
ter of the Bath, when ye attri- 
bute uato the conduit-pipe the 
cure which the water onely work- 
cth. Likewiſe ye doe wrong tothe 
ſacrifice of the Crofle, when yee 
attribute to your pretended facri- 
fice of the Maſle the vertue to ex- 
piate ſinnes, as if the other alone 
were inſufticient. 

Wee hold therefore , that 
Chriſt cannot bee offered a- 
gaine in ſacrifice for the forgive- 
neſſe of {innes, without making 
voyde the vertne and efficacy of 
the ſacrifice of the Croſſe. For 
of two plaſters , either the one 
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is ſufficient to heale the wound, or 
both are requitite and neceflary. 
If the one be ſufticient, the other 
is ſuperfluous. It both are requi- 
ſite and neceſſary : it followeth 
that one 1s not ſuthcient. Let 
us ſay then, if there be two pro- 
pitiatory ſacrifices for the re- 
miſſion of ſinnes, the one bloody, 
and the other unbloody : The one 
of the two is ſufficient, or both 
are requiſite and neceſſary. If the 
one be ſufficient, the other is ſu- 
perfluous. It both are requiſite 
and neceſlary:It tollowes that one 
alone is inſuficient. So that ad- 
mitting two propitiatory facrift- 
ccs, the one bloody, the other un- 
bloody, 1s to deny that the ſacri- 
fice of the Croſle hath the vertug 
alone tO expiate (ins, 

The Word of God doth uot 
teach us that there 1s two clifferent 
ſacrifices of Chriſt,the one bluody 
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the other unbloody. The Apoltle 
to the Hebrewes imployeth many 
leafes to declare this point, and 
treating fully of the Prieſthood 
in the ChriftianChurch, he there 
makes no mention at all ct the 
Sacrament of the Lords Sup- 
er. 

Finally,our Adverfaries attirme 
that theMaſle is an unbloody pro- 
pitiatory facrifice ;nftirmed by 
Chrilt, both for the quick and for 
the dead. Enquired where he in- 
ſtituted 1t:they bring theſe words, 
Doe this. Admirable proofe ! Doe 
this, that is to ſay, ſacrifice me re- 
ally under the kindes of bread and 
wine in propitiatorylacritce both 
for the quicke and for the dead. 
That is a good glofle. But by 
theſe words Doe this, Chriſt com- 
mandeth to doethart which he did 
at the Supper. Therefore they 


ſhould have pronved fir that 
k. 4 C:hrift 
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Chriſt did at the Lords Supper 
facrifice himſclte to God his Fa- 
ther, which he did not doe. Ne- 
vertheleſſe, ſome of them doe go 
about to prove it, alleadging the 
words which our Lord faith in 
Saint Luke, T's 1s my body which 
ifs given for you. Luke 22. 19. 
W here given,ſay t hey?not on the 
Croſſe: for he was not yet there 
but under the Speczes of bread and 
wine at the ſame inſtant, and even 
while he pronounced theſe words: 


Whereupon they conclude that 


Chriſt offered himſelfto God his 
Father at the {upper. 

I anſiver. that theſe words whech 
is given for you, fc. prove no 
manner of way that Chriſt offered 
himſelfe to God his Father in the 
ſacrament. For he offered onely 
to his Diſciples, ſ1ying unto them 
Take. But he oftereth nothing to 
God, he maketh no Elevation of 

ar\ 
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an Hoſte. Moreover, Adoration is 
a neceſſary a&tinn inall Sacrifices: 
but the Apoltles worſhipped not 
the bread which Chriſt gave unto 
them, but remained at table with 
him : which ſheweth, they did not 
think that bread to be tranſubſtan- 
tiated into the boly of Chritt. 
For otherwiſe, it had been an ex- 
treame irreverence in them not 
to worſhip that which Chriſt did 

preſent unto them. 
| And for that he faith in the Pre- 
ſent tenſe, which zs grven for you, 
&c. we ſec he ſpeaketh often of 
his approaching death, 2: it it 
were preſent; 7 lay dow, faith he, 
my life for my ſheep, John 10. 15. 
17.18. I leave my li'e that I may 
take it agarn. Father, I bave jinihed 
the work which thou 947% me to doe, 
John 17. 4. Nevert'ele{le, there 
remained the princip2!l thing, to 
wit, his death upon the Crofle. 
Te 
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The Lambe was ſlain from the foun- 
dation of the world, Apoc. 13. 8. 
7 ſend you (faith God by the Pro- 
phet MHalachy) the Prophet Eltah, 
Mal. 4. 3. that is, I will fend you 
Johz the Baptiſt ; which was not 
done of a long time after. If there- 
fore a thing ſo farre off, was 
faid as if it were preſent : how 
much more ſha]l that be thought 

reſent, which 1s ta be done at 
hand ? There 1s nothing fo tre- 
quent inthe word of God as the 
changing of tenſes : Soas very ot- 
ten, the Paſt, or the P refent, 1s 
taken for the future. Thus Chriſt 
{peaketh of the Sacrifice of the 
Crofle, on which he gave himſelt 
for the life of the World. 

Some others argue thus ; All 
effuſion of blood for the Remiſh- 
©n of ſinnes, 15 a propitiatory Sa- 
crifice : But Chriſt ſaith that his 
blood 1s ſhed in the Euchariſt for 
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| the Remiſſion of {ſinnes : There- 
fore the Euchariſt 15a propitiato- 
ry Sacrifice. 

I anſwer, That the two firſt pro- 
poſitions of this Argument are 
talſe, as alſo the concluſion, in the 
ſence that our Adverſarics take it 
in. Fir, it 1s falſc that an effuſion 
of blood 1s a propitiatory Sacri- 
fice for the RemimMon of ſinnes : 
Unleſſe that blood be offered un- 
| to God with the death of the Sa- 
. | crifice. But Chriſt offered no- 


; thing unto God in the Euchariſt, 


nor yet ſuffered death thereat. 
Again, It 1s falſe that Chriſt 
- | did ſhed his blood in the Eucha- 
c riſt. For it was not thed, but on 
the Croſle : and 1t 1s of thar ſhe.i- 
ding he fpeaketh, laying, This Ce 


- | zs the New Teſtament 18 my vigor, 
: which is ſhed for you. And to rep!; 
that there 15 in the preſent tenſe, - 


$ | The 
r | z* ſhed,andnot in the future ſþa/ ce 
5 | ſhed: 
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ſed: is to no purpoſe. For I have 
above ſtopt this paſſage, in ſhew- 
ng out of divers places of the ho- 
ly Scriptures, that this word, zs, 
15 oftentimes taken 1n the Future. 
And indeed, the Latine Bible of 
the Roman Church,and the Canon 
of the Maſſe, rurnes it in the Fu- 
ture, 44: pro vobis effundetur, Which 
[ball be ſhed for you. 

But it is worthy of Note; to ſec 
kow our Adverſaries grant with- 
out difficulty, that which they ſo 
painfully deny. For when we aske 
of them , whether Chriits blood 
came out of the veins in the Sacra- 
ment of the Enchariſt,or no? They 
anſrer, It did not come out of the 
veins, Then it was not ſhed there, 
fay we. For a thing is not ſhed 
while it remaineth incloſcd in the 
veſſell that containeth it. And 
beſides, they call the Maſle anun- 


bloody Sacrifice. Nevertheleſle, 
CON- 
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contradicting themſelves grofle- 
ly, they will not give over writing 
and affirming that Chriſt ſhed his 
blood there. We aske them then. 
how. and after what manner it 1s 
ſhed in the Maſſe. They anſwer, 
It is ſhed under the ſpeczes of the 
wine. Then, ſay we, It is ſhed. It 
is nor, ſay they ; It is but the acci- 
dents of the wine onely that arc 
ihed. Now I leaveit to the judg- 
ment of all men, whether this be 
not with one breath to deny and 
affirme both together: Vhy then 
do'they tel} us that it is ſhed, for 
t© tell us preſently after that it 1s 
not ſhed, but that the onely acct- 
dents of wine are ſhed? They have 
bin brought to lay the like abſurdi- 
ty upon theſe words,whrch is broken 
fox you, being forced to maintain 
that the body of Chriſt is broken, 
becauſe the fpeczes that cotain him, 
are broken. The concluſion _— 

they

they draw from this argument, is | 
alſo falſe. For they conclude,that |} 
the Euchariſt 15 a propitiatorySa- 

crifce for tin, both tor the quick 

and for the dead : which 1s not fo, 

but onely a Sacrifice of thankigi- 

ving : for there is but one propi-\ 
tiatory Sacrifice for finne, which 

is that of the Crofle. 

Now, even as there 1s but one 
onely expiatory Sacrifice , ſo 
there is but one onely Prieſt ' ſa- 
crificing expiatorily,towit,Chriſt 
Jeſus our Lord. There were ma- 
ny under the Law; becauſe they 
were hindered by death from te- 
maining:but onrLord Jeſus Chriſt 
remaining a -Prieſt for ever, and 
which cannot be hindered bydeath, 
needeth no other Prieſt to be ap- 
pointed in his roome. 

And it is here that theſe new ſa- 
crificers labour in vain to prove 
their pretenccil calling : For it 15 
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an imaginary charge, which was 
{ never eſtabliſhed by Chrift, nor 
raiſed by the Kate Be- 

old how they argue. 

Chriſt ſaid to his Diſciples, As 

| my Father hath ſent me, ſo I ſend you. 
| But Chriſt was ſent of the Father 
to ſacrifice under the kindes of 
bread and wine, after the order of 
Azelchiſedeck. Therefore he ſent 
his Apoſtles to ſacrificeunder the 
ſpecies of bread and wine according 
to this order; and Conſequently, 
hath made them Prieſts. 

I anſwer, That if it be falſe that 
Melchiſedeck did facrifice bread 
and wine : It followeth, it 1s as 
falſethat Chriſt ſent his Apoſtles 
to ſacrifice him under the kinds of 
bread and wine:butthe firſt 15 true. 
I have proved it already plainely 
here above:thereforethe laſt alſo. 

But to make the Error of this 
allegation appear the more out 
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ly, we nuuſt but addethis to the-ſe- 
cond propoſition of their Argu- 
ment. As Chritt was ſent of his 
Father, ſo he ſcnt his Apoſtles. 
But Chrift was ſent of his Father 
to be a King, a Prophet, and for to 
ſacrifice limiclt for the Redemp- 
tion of many. Therefore he ſent 
his Apoſtles ro beKings,prophets, 
and to ſacrifice themſelves tor the 
Redemption of many. Who ſzes 
not the error and falihood of ſuch 
a propoſition? This word, 4«,ther- 
fore, muit not be underſtnnd of 
the Kingly,or Propheticall Office, 
2nd Pricſthood of Chriſt. It is a 
preſumption and temerity for 
men to aſſume unto themſelves 
ſuch titles : but onely for the 
preaching of the Goſpel, admini- 
ſtring of Sacraments, and things 
which onely regard the Mint- 
ſtery. Chriſt gave them not any 
other Office.

| And as touching the Order of 
| Melchiſedeck, after which Chriſt is 
a Prieſt for ever : It is not in re- 
gard of the ſacrifices, but in re- 
' | gard of the perſons ſacrificing. 
\ | The Apoſtle teacheth it plainly, 
* | handling the comparifon between 
| Chriſt and Melchiſedeck. In the 
, | firſtplaceyhe faith, Heb.7.2. That 
| Melchiſedeck zs by Interpretation, 
King of Rijghteouſneſſe, and alſo, 
King of Peace : which are titles be- 
longing to Chriſt, and which the 
' | Prophets alſo give him. For he is 
| King of Righteouſneſle , becauſe 
| he abſolves and Jaſtifies us by his 
obedience before God his Father, 
He is alſo King of Peace, becauſe 
that making our peace and recon- 
ciliation, he direceth us into the 
way of everlaſting peace. The 
Apoſtle goes on, and faith, That 

11S Melchiſedeck was without Fa- 
3 , without Mother, and without 
SE 4&4 deſcent, 
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deſcent, baving neither beginning of 
dates, nor end of life : but being made 
like unto the Sonne of: God, abtdeth x 
Prieſt for ever, Behold then wher- 
in conſiſteth the agreement and f1i- 
militude between our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt and Melchiſedert , which is 
not in the matter of the thing ſa: 
crificed, but inthe Order and Ca]l- 
ling of the perſons facrificing : 
which 1s proved again plainely in 
this, that Chriſt isa Pricſt for ever 
after that Order of Melihiſederk. 
For 1i this Order were and did 
conſiſt in the pretended facrfice 
of the Maſſe: Then it would fol- 
low, that Chrift ſhould rot be 2 
Prieſt for cver, ſeeing the Maſſe 
ſhall not endure for ever. 
Therefore, Even as the ſame 
Afelchiſedeck was not head ot any 
Order of P riefthood, but onely :; 
Prieſt after his own Order unde 
the Law : So Chriſt the onely 
Prieſ? 
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Prieſt under the Evangelical Lay, 
needeth not to have a company of 
Prieſts ſacrificing expiatorily;and 
therefore that infinite number of 
Sacrificers eſtabliſhed in rhe 
Church of Rome for to ſacrifce 
againe our Lord Jeſus Chriſt to 
God his Father,ſftandes convinced 
of having no calling. Seeing they 
have intruded themielves into that 
Office without any commandment 
from God,taking nuto themſelves 
in ſodoing, the honour which be- 
longeth to none but to our Lord 
and Saviour:1t not belonging at all! 
 nnto the creature to {acrihce rhe 
Creatar ;-or for men ſinners, to 
acrificerthe Lambe without fin.

That S.Peter was rot eftabliſhed 
by Chriſt head of the Kntverſal Charch, 
and Prince of the Apoſtles,and Conſe- 
quently, that the Pope (who challetigeth 
this Title but as S.Petcrs ſucceſſor) 
hath int;uded himſelfe snto that office, 
without any lawfuil calling © and ſhew- 
eth himſeIfe tobe Antichriſt, 11 doing 
quite contrary to that which Chyiſ 
and S. Peter dd. 


O be ſhort. It ſeemeth that 

our Adverſaries wil beChri- 
{tians no longer : having not 

only forſaken the Doin, but the 
very name alſo,for to takethe name 
of Catholicks. God in his Juſtice 
would not ſuffer that they ſhould 
retain the name which belongeth 
onely to true Chriſtians, that fol- 
low his word, and truſt 1n his pro- 
miſes. Forto be a trie Chriſtian, 
iT 
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| it is not enough to beleeve onely 
| That there is a Chriſt : but we muſt 
rely on his promiſes, and receive 
him ſuch as he was given unto us of 
the Father, that is, for our ſalvati- 
on, rightcouſneſle and ſarisfaction 
for our ſinnes. But our Adverſa- 
ries doe not receive him ſo, ſceing 
they have eſtabliſhed their righte- 
ouſneſſe in their own works, by 
which they thinke to deſerve the 
kingdome of God. They will fay 
indeed, that -his blood ſhed upon 
the Croſſe is our Purgatory : but 
they doe eſtabliſh another in an 
Imaginary fire. They ſay that the 
ſacrifice he made upon the Crofle 
hath taken away our finnes : but 
they have eſtabliſhed another fa- 
crifice to blot them away againe z 
and all againft the Wordof God. 
Therefore they cannot boaſt that 
they are Chriſtians, but rather An- 
tichriſtians, that have rejeced the 
L $ tree 
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true Doctrine, for to emmbraceand 
follow the Dodctrine of the Pope 
of Rome, who oppoſeth and exal- 
teth himſelfe above all that is cal- 
led God,or that is worſhipped:50 
that he as God, fitteth in the Tem- 

le of God ſhewing himſclfe that 
bo is God, 2.Theſ.2.4. 

But for as much as the Popes 
Diſciples db cloak this myſtery of 
iniquity with ſome places of Scrip- 
ture,vherby they pretend to prove 
that S. Peter was eſtabliſhed Head 
Of the Univerſall Church, and 
Prince of the Apoſtles ; becauſe 
they would maintaine the Pope, 
who by cunning hath intradell 
himſelf into that ofhice:I will ſhew 
in few words that Saint Peter was 
not Prince of the Apoſtles, nor 
head of the Univerſall Church, as 
they ſay. | 

In the firſt place, the Word of 
Godtels us, That out Lotd Jeſus 
: | Chriſt 
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Chriſt is the Head of his Church. 


God hath put all things (ſaith S.P aut) 
under his feet : and gave him to be 
the head over all things to the Chuych, 
which ts his body. Again, He is the 
head of the body, the Church : who x5 
the begenning, the firſt born from the 
dead: that 11 all things he might baye 
the preemanence, Ephel. 1.22.23. 
Colof. 1.18. By theſe places it ap- 
peares, that S. Peter was not Head 
of the Church ; For Shee which.is 
but one body, cannot have two 
heads. And it is to no purpoſe to 
ſay thatChriſt is theeſſential head, 
but that S. Peter was the Miniſteri- 
21l head : For it 1s ſtill to make a 
monſter of the Church, in giving 
her two hcads. We; 
Moreover, if S.Peter was.mini- 
teriall head of the. Church, and 
Prince of the Apoſtles, It muft.be 
by the inſtitution 'af. Chriſt .;.and 
if it be by Chriſts jnſftitytion, this 
L 4 inſtitutio) 
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inſtitution is to be found in the 
word of God. Moreover, S.Peter 
muſt needs have exerciſed that of- 
fice, or elſe it would have brought 
a confuſion in the Church. But on 
the contrary, the word of God, 
ſheweth us, That Chriſt did not ap- 

int Peter to bee head of the 
Church, nor Prince of the Apo- 
ſtles. tem, That S. Petey did ne- 
ver excrciſe that office, as I ſhall 
prove by theſe texts and reaſons 
following. | 

As for the firſt point, S. Paul 
teacheth us, That our Lord for the 
gathering of the Saints, for the work 
of the M1niftery, and for the edificati- 
on of his body, hath g1ven ſome eApo- 
ftles, and ſome Prophets, and ſome P a- 
ſtoys and Teachers,Epheſ.4.11.And 
m another place: God hath ſet ſome 
1 the Church : Firſt Apoſtles, ſecond- 
ly Prophets, thirdly Teachers,x.Cor. 
I2,28, He maketh no mention at 
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all of any head of the Church, nor 
of Prince of the Apoſtles : and yer 
theſe are the places where this 
124, c008y SArERTY have p_ 

ing very likely that if Chriſt had 
eſtabliſhed Peter for head of the 
Univerſall Church, and Prince of 
the Apoſtles ; he would not have 
omitted to ſet down this principa- 
lity in the firſt ranke. But havin 
left it out, it appeareth, That 
Chriſt did not ordaine any one for 
head of the Church,and Prince of 
the Apoſtles. 

But let us learn of S. Peter him- 
ſelfe whether there ſhould be in 
the Church a Prince among the 
Apoſtles or no. 7 exhort (ſaith he, 
he doth not fay, I command) the 
Elders that are among you, I that am 
an Elder with you (he doth not ſay 
above them) and 4 witneſſe of the 
ſufferings of Chriſt. Feed the flocke 
of God which is among you, taking 

tte 
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the overſight thereof, not by conſtraint, 
but willingly : not for filthy lucre, but 
of a ready minde ; neither as bes 

Lords(marke, as being Lords) over 
Gods heritage : but being enſamples to 
the Flocke,x.Pet.5. 1. 2: 3. S.Peter 
therefore did not belceve that any 


Biſhop ſhould be Prince among. 


the Apoſtles, and have- fpeciall 
lordſhip m the Church, as the 
Pope and his diſciples do ſuppoſe. 
Upon the ſtrife which aroſe 
twice among the Apoſtles about 
primacy , Chriſt decided their 
controverſie, ſaying unto them, re 
&row that the Princes of the Gentiles 
exerciſe dominion over them, and they 
that are great, exerciſe authority upon 
them ; Bus it ſhall not be ſq among you, 

Mat.20.25.26. | 
Theword of Godalfo in divers 
places recommendeth humility 
unto us : to become as little chil- 
dren,to be poore. Chriſt pooge: 
ef! 
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ſeth himſelfe foran example there- 
of unto his Apoſtles: and will have 
his Apoſtles to be for an example 
unto all the World. That the fon 
of manu (faith he) :s ot come to be mis 
niſtred ante; but to miniſter, Mar.18, 
1.2.3.and chap.20.28. 

When the Apoſtles were ſeur 
to preach, they were ſent as fel- 
lows : the which cxcludeth ſupe» 
riority, Math.1o. 

Moreover, Chriſt promiſeth 
unto them, That they ſhall [it apon 
twelye Thrones, Judging the _ 
Tribes of Iſrael, Luk.2 2.30. Bugs . 
giveth not unto Peter a more @tits. ©; ,-, e". 
nent place for to preſide, than to 
the reſt. 

When the holy Ghoſt deſcen- 
ded upon them, It was when they 
were all in one place, and without 
| any prerogative, A#s 2.1.4. 

S.Paul ſaith, That there rs no difs 
ference between him and them who ſee- 


med 
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med to be moſt eminent, Galat. 2. 6 v8 


He did not then acknowledge any 
of the Apoſtles to be above him, 
as head of the Univerſall Church 
and Prince of the Apoſtles. 
Again,he faith, That the Goſpel of 
the Uncircumciſion was committed 
unto him,as the Goſpel of the Circam- 
ciſion was unto Peter, Galat. 2. 7. 
Behold then, they are equall in the 
labor and miniſtery of the Goſpel. 
The Apoſtles that were at Jeru- 
falem, hearing that Samaria had re- 
ceived the word of God : they ſent 
them Peter and Fohz, {its 8. 14. 
Now,to be ſent,ſhewes no ſuperio- 
rity ; but,at moſt,cquality of them 
that ſendeth and of him that is 
ſent. For the inferiour never ſen- 
deth the ſuperiour. I doe verily 
belecve that the Pope wou!d not 
approve of them that ſhould ſend 
himto preach in England. 
S. Peter was rebuked by S. Paul, 
who 
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who withſtood him to the face- 
The which hee doth after ſuch a 
mannier, as he ſhewes well enough 
that he did not eſteem him as head 
of the Church, nor Prince of the 
Apoſtles,Gal.2.11.14. 
It _ therefore by theſe 
places that S. Peter was not head 
bo the Univerſall Church, nor 
Prince of the Apoſtles. It remains 
now to ſee whether he did exerciſe 
that place : and whether the reſt of 
the Apoſtles have yeelded him the 
preheminence. 

Art the Councell of Jeruſalem, 
S.Peter propounded his opinion ; 
but James, Biſhop of the ſame lace 
made the concluſion as Preſident 
thereof, AAs 15. 7. 13.19. and the 
Letters were not dif patched in Pe- 
ters name, but in the name of the 
whole Aſſembly : Nevertheleſle, 
this was the place where S. Peter 
ſhould have exerciſed this office 


of 
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of, Head and: Prince among the 
Apaſtles. 

Item, He 1s accuſed by the Diſci- 
ples for converſing with the Gez- 
tiles, He maketh his defence and 
excuſe, A#.11, He was then accoun- 
table to his brethren for; what he 
did. 

In fumme, He calleth himfelfe a 
fellow Elder with the Elders of 
the Church, and exhorteth them 
lovingly as his equals, 1.Pet.5.1, 
Therefore he did not think himſelt 
Head and Prince amongſt them. 

But Jet us hearc a plcafant objec: 
Qion which the Popes diſciples do 
make for to prove that S.Peter was 
Head and Prince of the Apoſtles, 
S, Peter, ſay they, is the firſt named 
in the Scripture. He was the firſi 
whoſe feet Chriſt did waſh ; The 
firſt rhat ſpake at the Councell of 
Jeruſalem , The firſt after Chriſt 
to wham the Angels did ſpeak : all 

which 
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which prerogatives doe ſhew, that 
he was Head and Prince of the A- 
poſtles. 
— This Argument deſerves not an 
anſwer. Vor if the firſt-named in 
the holy Scriptures, is for that 
cauſe the ſuperiour:the laſt named 
hall be the leaſt and the abjeftel}. 
Now,if that be true : Chriſt and Pe-+ 
ter ſhall fit in the loweſt ranke 1n 
the Church, For Chr:i{t himſelfe 
is poſtpoſed to S. Peter by S.Paut, 
Now, this I ſay, that every one of you 
ſarth, I am of Paul, and 1 of Apol- 
lo,and I of Cephas, ard 1 of Chriſt, 
1.Cor.1.12 '$ 70bn alſo names Pe- 
ter the laſt ; Philip, ſaith he, was of 
Bethſaida the (ty of Andrew and 
Peter, Jobz 1.44. S.Paul allo pla- 
ceth S. James betore ; James,Cephas, 
and Jobhz who ſeemed to be pillars, 
Galat.2.9. Therefore this is but a 
meere foppery,brought in a deſpe- 
rate cauſe for lacke of better rea- 
{ons, 
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ſons. S. Peter might be among the 
Apoſtles,the firſt inageor in zeale, 
or in eloquence, or 1n vertue and 
miracles ; but not art all in princi- 
pality and «ſuperiority of juriſdi- 

Ct10n. 

Moreover, they alledge againe, 
That (rift ſaid to Peter, Thou art 
Peter,azd upon this rocke will I baild 
my Church. Therefore, ſay they, 
Peter was eſtabliſhed the head and 
foundation of the Church. 

I anſwer, That Chr did not 
build upon the perſon of Peter, but 
upon himſelfe, and upon the con- 
feſſion of Faith which Peter had 
made : and therefore this conclu- 
ſion, That S. Peter is head and foun- 
dation of the Churctis falſe. For 
other foundation can noman lay, than 
that is laid, ſaith S. Paul,1.Cor.z. 
It. But'this foundation which 1s 
laid is Chrift Feſws: Therefore no 
man can lay any other foundation 
than Chriſt Zeſws, Again, 
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| Againe, Chriſt hath plainely di- 
ſtinguiſhed Pete/ from the Rock. 
that is, Simon Peter from the Irvin: 
Rocke upon which is builded the 
Church. For he faith not ſ»pey te 
Petrum, but S uper banc petram, that 
is tO ſay, upon this Rocke, and not 
upon thee Peter. 

Moreover, let every one judge 
whether it 1s more Convenient the 
Church ſhould be grounded upon 
Peter than upon Chrift : upon the 
Son of the living God whom Pe: 
ter had confeſſed : or upon Petey, 
who preſently after denied theSon 
of the living God : upon him who 
hath vanquiſhed Satan, or upon 
him whom Chriſt calleth Satan. 
Mat.16.23.tpon him who 1s cal- 
led thechiefe corner ſtone; or up- 
on him who was a ſcandal, that is 
to ſay, a ſtumbling ſtone. 

Againe, the Popes Diſciples al- 
ledge that Chriſt ſaid thrice to 

M Peter, 
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Peter, Feed my ſheep. But there is 
great difference betwixt feeding 
Chriſts ſheep,and to be Univerſal 
Head of the Church,and Prince of 
the Apoſtles. Chriſt ſaith not ty 
him, {ced my ſheepuniverſally or 
ſoveraignly : the ſame commiſſion 
of feeding the ſheep is given toall 
the Apoſtles. The holy Ghoſt, faith 
Saint Paul, hath e(iabliſhed you Bi- 
ſhops, to feed the Church of G od,whom 
be bath purchaſed with his owne blood, 
Ad. 20.28. Feed the flock of Chyiſf 
which 15 committed upto you, faith S. 
Peter. 1.Pet.5.21. 

Chriſt ſpeaketh unto Peter one- 
ly, and biddeth him three times 
feed his ſheep, becauſe he had de- 
nyed him thrice. Chriſt draweth 
three confeſſions from him, to re- 
medy his threefold denying:at the 
end of which he 1s reeſtablithed in 
the office of a Paſtor. 


Therefore this being prooved, | ' 
, that ||. 
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| that SaintPeter was not head of the 

Church, nor Prince of the Apo- 
ſtles: It followeth that the Pope 
(who challengeth it but as his Suc- 
ceſſor)hath intruded himſelf into 
that office,without any lawfull cal- 
ling : and maintaineth himſelfe 
therein by tyranny,doing and pra- 
Qiſing that which neither Chriſt 
nor Peter ever did or practiſed, 

I. Forneither Chriſt nor Pete; 
ever ſhewed themſelves in Portifi- 
cal;bus,.crown'd with three crowns: 
nor cauſed the Kings of the earth 


| to kiſſe their feet,as thePope doth 


at this day, having changed the 
Chriſtian Religion into Idolatry, 
ſuperſtition and falſe dorines, 
contrary unto the Word of God. 
2. Saint Peter nevercxalted him- 
ſelfe above men and Angels,as the 
Pope doth in that he willeth and 
commandeth all men to worſhip 
Him +; and the Angel refuſed it,ſay- 
L. —_ -— 
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ing to Joh that would have wor- 
ſhipped him, See thou doe it not, 
I am a ſervant with thee, worſhip 
God, ApOC.2 2.9. Saint Peter like- 
wiſe made Corzelius the Centuri- 
on to ariſc, ſaying unto him, That 
he bimſelfe was a man. Ads 1o, 
I 6. 

3- Saint Peter never bragged 
that he had al! power both in ea 
venand in carth,as the Pope doth, 
Item, he-never gave away the king- 
domes of the World, nor (for 
that cad) diſpenſed with any Sub- 
je&s for their oath of allegiance. 

4.” Saint Peter never cauſed 
himſelte tobe called God, as the 
Pope doth: Can. fatisf.diftinf.gs. 
nor {aid that he was neither God 
nor man, but ſomewhar betwixt 
the Divinity and'the Humanity, 
as ſaith the G loſſe p07 the Clemer- 
t1405, and never made himſelfe to 
becalled moſt holy Father. 

5. SALT 
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: Saint Peter never {tiled him- 
ſelf: the Spoule of the Clurch, 
The Prince of the Apoſtles, the 
Univerſall Monarch, the Sove- 
raigne Paſtor, the Lyon ot Juda, 
the Saviour of rhe Churgp, as the 
Pope doth, Courcell of Lateran Seſ- 
fron. 6. Who in lo doing, taketh 
upon bim thoſe titles which be- 
long onely unto Chrift. 

6. The Councell of Florence” 
ſaith, That the Pope may add to 
the Symbole of the Apoſtles ; 
which is as much in effe& as to 2c- 
count and acknowledge him to be 
God. For none but "Gail alonc 
can add to the Symbole, And 
make Articles of Faith in his 
Church to bind the confſciences 
of men. 

Upon this objection, De Rygce- 
zi5 maketh a pleaſant anſwer to 
Peter du Mouliz ; That nhbich you 
produce ( faith hee in his triumph

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of truth, page 127. ) of the Coun- 
cell of Florence, that the -Pope may 
add to the Apoſiles Creed : avayleth 
nothing. The meaning of it, 1s only 
that he may (whether 12 a ( ouncell or 
out of a (Suncell Yeſtabliſh Articles of 
Faith : But not that hee will place 
them as thirteenth, fourteenth , or

This Do@or being ſmitten on 
his viſible head, was ſo amazed 
with the blow, that he knew not 
what he wrote. Maſter du 1ovlin 
tels him that the Councell of Flo- 
rence faith, that the Pope may add 
tothe Apoſtles Creed. Thereup- 
on hee anſweretn that the onely | 
meaning 1s, that the Pope may 
make Articles of Faith. Is not 
that well anſwered > Doubtleſle, 
if the Pope may add to the Sym- 
bole, hee may make Articles of 
Faith. Therefore he ſhould have

Mark therefore that De R 1co- 
zis doth not ſay that the Pope 
may notadd tothe Creed:but,thar 
1 the Articles of faith which he may 
make, he will nor place t!:em as 
thirteenth, fourteenth.or fifreenth 
Articles of the Creed. I anfiver, tt 
matters not : {ince the Pope will 
have whatſoever he {aith and de- 
l creeth in matters of Relizton, to 
f be received with like credit, autho- 
rity and Certalint y,4s theArticles of 
tizc Creed, M 4 NMLore- 
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Moreover, 1 deny that the Pope 
may add to the Creed, and make 
Articles of Faith. And it 1s De 
Rygconts part and the reit of the 
Dotors of the Koman Churchyito 
hain it by expreſle texts ot the 

Yord of God, or by neceſlary 
Conſequences Jrayne out of the 
ſame. F hedram of which, I main- 
rain thar this :lonens {uftcient to 
prove: that fa D Popeis Antichriſt, 
{i1ncc he rakes upon him that pow- 
Cr iv Nick belongerh onely to God. 
which is to be able to add to the 
Creed,onil make Articles of Faith 
to bind the Confcrences of men. 

In a word, it the Pope be wholly 
contrary to ourLord Jeſus Chriſt, 
both in dodrine and 11 manners : 
It followes hee 1s that Antichriſt 
ipoken of in the Word of God: 
fince to be Antichriſt, is nothing 
clicbut to be contrary to Ch \rift. 
But the antecedent is truce; I have

rouching the do@rine.Irt is as cafie 
alſo to prove it touching man-

1. Firſt,our Lord Jeſus Chriſt 
ſhewed himſelfe ſo humble, that 
although he was King both of hea- 
ven and earth, yet would he not 
. ſhew himſclfe to be ſuch in this 
World. He fled unto a Moun- 
taine when the Jewes would have 
made him King. Johz26. 15. He 
ſaith That bi k:2gdome 1s pot of this 
world. John 15.30. But the Pope 
exalteth himſelfe above the Em- 
peror, and above al Kings & Prin- 
ccs of the carth : Therefore he is 
contrary unto Chriſt in his man- 
ners. 

2. Chriſts mind did not runne 
upon heaping up treaſures on 
carth z but his onely care was to 
do the Wil of God his Father. He 
teſtificth That the Foxes have boles. 


and 
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aud the birds of the ayre have eſis: 
but hehad net whereon to ve bis bead. 
Mat.8.20. S.Peter allo faith, That 
he had neither Gold nor Silver, At. 
3-6. But all the Popes care is to 
gather up treaſures and riches. 
Thereforc he 1s contrary unto 
Chriſt in hiz Manners. 

3. Chriſt, willing to ſhew him- 
ſelfe a patterne of humility, wa- 
ſhed the feet of his Apoſtles, Tobi 
13. But the Pope will not be fo 
officious ; but on the 'contrary,he 
makes others to kifle his feet de- 
voutly,out of his pride. Therfore, 
he is contrary unto Chriſt in his 
Manners. 

4. Chriſt was Crowned with a 
Crowne of i hornes - but it plea- 
icth his Holinefſe to wearc three 
Crownes that are yot of the like 
matter. 

5. Chriſt went into Cities and 
Townes, preaching, and ſhewing 

| the 
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the Do&rine of Salvation,Lek.8, 
But thePope diſpenſeth with him- 
ſelf handſomely from that labour. 
6. Chriſt commands his Apo- 
ſtles to give for nothing that 
which they have received for no- 
thing, at. 10.8. Burt the Pope is 
wiſer than ſo, to give any of his 
wares gratis. 

7. Chriſt teacheth us, That zf 
any man will be his Diſciple and fol- 
low him that he muſt take up his Croſſe, 
Mat. 10.that is,all manner of affli- 
&ions and poverty ; denying him- 
ſelfe and his afftetions. But the 
Pope followes not this precept-- 
= by Conſequent,cannot be put 
or placed into the number of 
Chriſts Diſciples. 

8. Chriſt forbids Fornicafion: 
and the Pope ordaineth it,in ſuffe- 
ring publick Stewes in Rome and 
other places, that bring bim in 
great profit, 
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9. Thc Pope likewiſe ſhewes 
himſelfe contrary unto. Chriſt in 
_—_ and Worldly pompe. 

tis an admirable thing to fee him 
in his Pontificalibus,crowned with 
three Crownes, or carried upon 
mens ſhoulders through the Ct- 
ty of Ryme, atrended with Surt- 
zers and other guards , both a 
Horſe-back and a Foot; and to ſee 
the people upon their knees wor- 
ſhipping him in the ſtreets. 

Io. Ina word, The Pope 1s ab- 
ſolutely contrary unto Chrilt, in 
magnificence of apparell, gar- 
ments, moveables, Hortes,and Of- 
ficers ; all which he hath in great 
mumber. Item, in meats, drinks, 
baths,unctions, corporal delights, 
pleaſures, Muſick, Playes, ſports, 
and all Earthly contentments. 
Wherejore the Conſequence of 
my Argument 1s moſt true, and 
therefore none ougiit to doubr

That that Congregation which
